POOR DISTRICTS. 
The section of the law relating to Poor Districts is as follows : — 

44. Bach inspector ahall, as directed by the Board of Education, determine 
and report to the Chief Superintendent what school districts under his super- 
vision may be entitled duringf the ensuing year to special aid as poor districts, 
and the Ciiief Superintendent may allow to the schools in such districts such 
amount, not exceeding one-third more on the classification of the teachers of such 
schools, from the Provincial treasury, and one-third more per pupil from the 
county school fund, than the allowance to other school districts sharing such 
funds as in his discretion may seem proper, taking- into consideration the posi- 
tion and circumstances of such district. The fixed sum to be paid but of the 
County school fund, in respect of each teacher, to schools returned as poor 
schools, shall be forty dollars. 

Under the provisions of this- section the total amount of special aid 
prranted to these Poor Districts during the year was $7,177.55 from the 
Provincial revenues, and $4,656.29 from the County Fund. 

The number of Districts recognized as having: a claim for poor aid for 
ihe5<!;hool j'-ear 1907-8 is 591. Appended is a list of these districts in the 
several counties. 

Districts employing teachers holding only a local license receive no 
poor aid. 

Poor Districts employing First Class Teachers receive poor aid on the 
basis of the Provincial Grant to Second Class Teachers.

The number of New Brunswick pupils atWndini^ the Sc^hool for the 
id, Halifax^ was 29 for the first terra and 30 for tho second term. Every 
"OOtenty in the Province except Albert. Kent, Reati^outhe, Sunbury and 
Victoria sent one or more pupils, The sum of S5,31U was paid to the 
Trustees of the school on account of these pupils, one half from the Pro- 
vincial revenues and one half from the County Fund of the municipalities 
T^reeentcd. 

At the New Brunswick School for the Deaf there were in attendance 
37 N. B. pupils for the first term and 36 for the second term. The 
Provincial yranis paid to the trust«'<is of the school for the year was 
$0,9250.'). From the County Fund of the several municipalities represent- 
ed there was paid 8"2,775.S3, being a total from the Province and Coun- 
tioB of 85,700.88. 

At the School for the Deaf and Dumb, Halifax, there were 5 N. B. 
pupils each term. On aiMiount of these pupils the trustees were paid 
$681 .SO, one-half from the Province and one-half from the County Funds. 

The total amoimt paid to the Triistces of those several schools during 
tbe year for the board and education of tlie ijlind and deaf and dumb 
children of the Pro\ince was 8ll.fi9'2.:iS, of which S5,H2U.SU,came from the 
ProWncial revenues and ?.5,771.58 from the County Fund of the several 
municipalities in which the pupils had a legal settlement.

|he most notable educational event of the year was the Federal Con-' 

; on Education, held in London in Mav. 1907. This Conference | 

^'called loiiethcr by The Lcatruc of the Empire, a voluntary associa- 

toil founded during the Sonth African war, the principal object of which j 

I to establish, as for as may be found possible, co-oj)orntir:n betwwn the 1 

iioojs of the Britiuh Empire, and thus to strenethen the imperial bondJ 

Pot union. The League anticipates that through the co-operation of edu- 

[caticnal agencies of various kinds, the j'otinger generation thrgughtrtit 1 
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the Empire may oome to a better underetandin^ of the greei 
tional principles on which the stabUity of British institutions ' Tvsi, 
may be trained to work together in the most effectual manner for lb 
sofepuarding of our common heritage and for the advanceraent of 
highest interests of all. 

Thirty-four different govemmBnts and most of the British and Col 
ial Universities were represented in the Conference, as well aa a \atgt 
number of educational organizations of varinus kinds. The - number i 
deleeates exceeded 100, of whom 35 constitutwl what was retrardcd 
the Official Conference, on the ground that they dii'ectly represeu ltd tit 
aeveral covernmente by whom they had been appointed. This Offii^ 
Conference held its se^iaions with closed doors; but an official precis d 
the proceedintrs was transmitted, at the close of the Conference, to ik 
■ several governmentB represent«d.

the Fmpire, niwl resolve (1) "That a iiuadrornittl Caiiforence is desirable;' 
(2) -ItiRt the represwitativos aetit to the ronforence should be selected by 
tile Govertiments;' and (3) 'That it is doeirable that the first of bu(* 
Conferences should be eonvencd by the Imperial Government.' " It was 
also resolved that, "The Conference is ^inanimously agreed a« to the im- 
portance of a permanent central bureau of educational inlormation." 
A resolution was also passed ; 

"That this Conference places on record its hij* appreciation of -the 
work done bv the league of the Empire in stimulating educational acti- 
vity and in collecting and circulating information on educational sub- 
jects." 

The diacuBsions and transartiona of the Official Conference occupied 
the forenoon session of each day. In the afternoons committees met, 
end public meetinps were held at which addresses were delivered by many 
distineui^hed educationists and statesmen on a great variety of eduoa- 
tioQal subjects. Amon? the speakers on thesp occasions were the Earl oil 
Crewe, President of the Privv Council; Lord Tehnyaon, President ot the 
J-eairue of the Empire; the Earl of Mcath. Lord Reay, Sir Philip Vacuus, 
Sir Horace Plunkett. the Earl of Eljin.

"Th»t It in desirable that the Colonial OfBce and the Board ot Educa- 
tion should co-operate in isnuiiig otticially particulars bs tu the courses of 
study, fees, expenses of ilvrne. etc., at Cuiunial Universltiea, technical 
colleges, antl agricultural colleKes, together with litalemeiHs of the ad- 
vantaH^ss atiaohiiig to their dugreca and diplumus. and that information 
should bo circulut(<d in the Colonies aa to Bimilar advantages and focili- 
ties which L'xiat in this country." 
The Chuirmari, Mr. S. H. Butcher, M. P., in flosiiig the proceedings, 
referred to tlie unfortuudte overlapping o( the various meetings. The 
work (lone in the ConiVfenift was of greut vahie, for the delegates had 
been able to exihaiige views on many impoitaut queetioiia connected 
with the aduiini titration of education all over the Empire. He felt no 
doubt that the movement initiated by that first Conference would go 
forward, and that there would be a series of Conferences, the results of 
which, in the unification of the Empire, could not be exaggerated. 

It is too soon to estimate the value of the Conference or to predict 
its results. The decisions reached, as summed up in the few resolutions 
passed, would give a very inadequute conception of the educational gain 
resulting from suL^h a stupendous undertaking as the bringing together, 
[or the lirst timg in tistory, of the representatives of the Educational de- 
partments o£ a world-wide Empire. In every part of the world there is 
educational unrefet. New problems have to be solved arising from mod- 
ern scientific movements. Courses ot study have to be readjusted to i 
modern conditions. The social and political forces working towards im- 
perial unity must be reckoned with in our educational atlalrs. Jn view 
ol ibeae, and many other considerationSf tho value of a, full wad traak 



interchange oF ideas between thuse entrusted with the adniinistratioB t| 
educational agencies in all parts of the Empire cannot be over-estanrt 
ed.

EMPiRE DAY. 

The establishment of Empire Duy in New Brunswick dates from the | 
year 1899.

A pro- 
grammQ, prepared before b and by the teacher, conaistintr of lessons on the 
extent aiKt resources of tho British Empire, the Dinging of patriotic songs, 
;tte delivery of recitations and ouch other exercises as wiii t«nd to culli- 
'nt« a love ol country and loyalty to Ibe Eknpire, should be carried out 
with spirit Bfld earnestncGs." 

TnistceB and parents should be Invited to attend and share in tho 
The school Qag should be hoLsted over the school building. 

To aid teachers in the proper observance of the day there was distri-' 
Imted last year to everj' school in operation, a copy of "The Empire a 
Catechism," containing many interesting facts relating to the geography, 
history and resources of the Empire. It is proposed to distribute othM.J 
suitable literature in time for the next celebration. 

Largely through the advocary and efforts of the Earl of Meath, thill 
movement has spread to all i arts of the Empire. It is estimated ihati 
more than 10,000,000 of British subjects observed Empire Day in I'JO?.

TEACHERS' PENSIONS. 
During the y^ar there has been considerable discusssion at Teachers' 
Institutes and elsewhere in regrard to the creation of a Pension Fund or 
retiring allowance tor aped teachers. With the permission of the educa- 
tional authorities, agents of the Annuity Company of Camdn presented 
to the teachers assembled at several of the County Institutes, a schema 
for providing annuities for teachers after a certain period of service. Tha 
Institutes declined to endorse the scheme in all its details, but passed re- 
solutions expressing Erntificntion that the subiect was under considera- 
tion by the ETovemment. Suhsefiuently, thp Teechers* Associnticn of the 
Citv of St. John sjubmitted. tor the consideration of the frovemmMit. ft 
pension scheme which it was believed woidd me^t with the approval of 
all the teachers of the Province. A promise of favorable c-'n^ideratir n 
on. behalf of the government was given to the applicants, with an assur- 
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anre that legislative action would be taken, provided that the expnl 
tme involved would not exceed the amount as estimated by the p 



Ar a basis for an approximate estimate of the amount required, a 
the probable number of present and prospective claimants upon t 
annuity fund, I have made up from the school returns of the last ten 
the number of teachers eraployetf during that term who had taught i 
twenty years and upward. The following is the result : — Number wl 
had been tpachini^ from 20 to 25 years, inclusive, 74; number who hi 
been teacliing over 25 years, 151; total, 225, Of these, 60 have tao^ 
30 years and upwards. 

There are probably others, not engaged in teaching during the pa4 
or present term, who will have an equitable claim, and should be p» 
vided for in any Act which may be passed to establish a retiring' alio* 
ance for teachers. 

I respectfully commend to the Governmfnt and the Leg-islative A* 
sembly the reasonable claims of those who have given their best >-cars ta 
the discharge of most important duties to the public, and who have te- 
ceivrd durinc all these yours very inadequate salaries. If any class ol 
public servants deserve sympathetic and generous consideration in that 
declining years, it is the faithful teachers who have spent their liven in 
training tie young for the sacred duties of citizenship.

SIR L— 1 have the honor to submit my first annuBl report on the 
^vincial Normal and Model Schools for the year ended in June, 1907. 

The total enrolment for tne year was 377. an attendance uiiprwe- 
ited in the history of the school, larger by 40 than in any pi-evious 
ir since its establish mi'nt. 

Of this number, 288 entered at the Ijeginmng of the snhool year, and 
at the beginning of the term in January. Of the enrolment, 50 wer« 
ung men, and 328 young women. 

The students in the French Department, of whom there were 11 th« 
iX term and 18 the second, are included in this number. 

Besides these regular classes, 12 students attended tor short periodf 
! classes in purely professional work. These classes were also frequent- 
attended by a number of the students ot the University of New Bruna- 
2k, who had the profession of teaching in view.

At the opening of the Normal School in September, of the 27" 
Kltudents presentinj^ themselves for admission. 55 were enrolled as having 
iBSed the entrance examination for Class I, 33 of these being High 
•School eruduates, 153 for Class li, aud 09 for Class 111. 

At the beginning of the second term in January 71 student teeichen 
Bwere admitted to the Normal Department, 69 of whom held Provincial 
■ Licenses and two B. A. degrees. a£ these, 4U were enrolled lor Class I, 
ptwd 31 for Class II. 

The professional classilication of the student body at the close of tlu 
lierms was as follows :—

The students of the French Department are included in the Class lU 
^andidotes. 

Sixteen students were compelled, by sickness or other reasons, to 
■leave during the aession, and two were removed by death. 

The deportment of the students has been very exemplary. The great 
majority displayed commendable zeal and effort in their work, and tha* 
n Were far more instances of students wtirkine; heynnd their strength, than 
Kpf those showing neglect in preparation. 

The health, however, of the student body, I regret to report, was not I 
all that could be desired. At the beginning of the year fully one fourth 1 
of those in attendance were prostrated with measles, and there were 
eJghtefD cases of typhoid during the year, in one instance, that of Mia , 
Uleyne Mitthell, of Lincoln, Sunbury Co., a very deserving student, re- 
ultin? fatally. 

The sudden death of one of the strongest of the young men, Mr. 
I McKinnon, of Douglnstown, was a severe shock to both tnstruc- 
ors and students. 

The great improvements that have been made in the water supply of 
jFredericton by the introduction of a filtration plant, and the excellent 
pl^tom of sewerage established, will undoubtedly have a beneficicJ i 
I OB the health of the students. 
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The course of study prescribed by regulation of the Board of Educa- 
tion has been followed carefully, as in previous years. The increase in 
the staff of Instructors necessitates enme change in the subjects taught 
by each member, and a fuller report in this connection will of course fol- 
low another year, together with somo recommendations that may be 
deemed necessary by the Faculty. 

Without, however, discussing the subjects of the course of study in 
detail, I have to mention the keen interest taken by the students in the 
drawing classes. To be able to draw well is one of the teachers' most 
valuable and necessary accomplishments, and in my opinion, too great 
stress cannot be laid upon this subject in the preparation of teachers for 
their work. Every teacher should be able to draw a sketch of an object, 
an animal, a plant, on the blackboard or on paper, with some degree of 
rapidity and accuracy. It is with pleasure, therefore, that I draw atten- 
tion to the improvements maue by the students in this subject. 

In the Model School, during the year. Miss Lillian Nicolsun, who had | 
for a number of years very successfully conducted the Primary Depart- 1 
ment. resigned to accept a position in the Ladies' College at Halifax. 
The position was filled by the appointment of Miss Edna Golding, who J 
has had considei-able experience in the teaching of primary grades, and 
pOBBesses natural adaptability for the work. 

The other departments remain under the same efficient management. ' 

The number of departments in this school are not now sufficioit to ] 
furnish material for observation and practice teaching for bo manyl 
student teachers, without seriously interfering with the teaching of ths I 
ordinary work of these departments. There should at least be four de- J 
partmcnts to one hundred student teachers. 

If, in the near future, ample accommodation ia provided for the d9> ■ 
partment of Manual Training, there is no reason why the Manual Train- 
ing of the schools of the City of Fredericton should not be taken up in the 
Normal School, This would afford the students of the Normal School 
an excellent opportunity for observing this work in connection with the 
or<linary grade school, and arrangement could, in this way, be made 
with the Board of Trustees of Fredericton to allow the student teachers 
to attend the other departments of the city schools for observation and 
practice. 

The Director of Manual Training will, no doubt, report in detail 
to the work carried on in that department. 
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I wish to state, however, that much interest has been displayed a 
th«ee classes, and tlie students have found them a relief from tke mon 
purely miellectual training that other classejj atlord. All tlie studcBti ol 
the school spend two periods a week in this department. 

The number of students in the French Department has been, perhaps, 
ft little below the average of the past few years. Besides pursuing tbt 
regular course ol the Department, under Mr. Belliveau, they have recci\ed 
iostrnction in piofessional work and school system, besides regulnrly at 
t«9kdiDg the drawing classes conducted by Mr. IIai;erman. The discipline 
of the department has been all that can be desired, and the students 
themselves were earnest and conscientious in their studies, displav'iiig 
marked improvement in the drawing classes. 

The high traditions of the Normal School, and its importance as a 
factor in the educational life of the Province, must always be i-ecogniwd. 
The past at least is secure. But standing face to face with new condi- 
tions, WD must recognize that much rcmitiiiH to be done to keep thia 

jtution abreast with modern etlucationul movi'meiits. 

Jn urging upon the Board of Education lertain changes and improv*- 
taenta that are imperatively necessary in this count'L'tii)n, I cannot do 
better than quote from the recommendations that have already been 
rnade. To ijuute from your own report of last year : — The Nonnel 
bchool building has not, tor several years, furnished adetjuate act^ommo- 
daliuns for the large number of students in attendance. The introduc- 
tion of ilanuul Training a few years ago intensified the difficulties. There 
in now no opportunity for necessary expansion by the introduction of 
a Domestic Scienee l}epartment, and space for School Gardens, by means 
o( which lessons in Nature Study might h-i practically illustrated. There 
tuv no projier laboratories, suitable rooms for library and museum, aod 
Du gjTunasium for physical and athletic exercises. 

In a recent report, Dr. Crocket has pointed out, that from the coB- 
staotly increasing demands upon the school, and the large number of 
students regularly in attendance, the Faculty were unable to give due 
effect to thu prescribed requiiements of the Board, and recommended that 
an ell or wing be added to accommodate the Manual Training and Kal- 
UTttl Science Departments. 

The greatly increased attendance of the past year still further inteoai- 
fie« the difficulties under which the Instructors are working. To teadi 
throe hundred students, divided into five classes, in four rooms and an 
Assembly Hall, and to do anything like justice to them, ia not possible. 

la March last, under the direction of the Chief Commissions of 
Bottcd ol Works, plans for a new building were drawn, and Bubmitted \o 



I'Board ol Education, and T frincerely tnist that the Government may 
letr way clear to make provision for the erection of such a building 
; the comine ^-ear. 

The public closing oxercises were held, as renuired by regulation of 
the Board of Education, on the last day of the session, and were very 
larirely attpnded by the citizens of Fifdcriclon aud friends of the stud- 
ents. Of the members of the Board of Education there were present. 
HiR Honor the Lieutenant Governor, the Provincial Secretjiry, the Sur- 
ve\-or General, and the Chancellor of the University of New Brunswick, 
The absence of the Chief Superintendent, who wns representing the Pro- 
vince in his official capacity in London, was much regretted. The occa- 
sion was rendered the more interesting" bv addresses from the members 
P-the Board of Education, as well as from Dr. L. W. Bailey, who had re- 
fad from his work as a teacher in the University of New Brunswick a 
w days previous. 
The Governor General's medals for hiehest professional standine for 
the year were nrpsented by His Honor, the Lieutenant Governor, to thn 
winners. Miss ^Inrtraret Whyte. of Sheffield. Sunhnry Co.. nnd Mi-'s Ethel 
Hanson, of Woodstock, of the senior and junior classes respectively. 

At the close of the year Miss Clark, who had, for upwards of thirtv 
years, discharged the duties of the position of Instructor in Readine- an4J 
Elocution in the school with singular enerETy and abilitv. resittned ( 
count of failinf health. It is pleasing to note that the Government haw 
recognized her long period of service and siiccspful work by granting h*B 
a retiring nllowanr'e. Her position has bepu filled bv the nnpointraent r 
Mi«"B Martraret R. Lynds, once a student of the Normal School, a grad-j 
aate also of the Emerson School of Orator\-. Boston, and who has ha^ 
suroeBFful experience .in this connection in the Acadia Seminary at WolH 
ville. N. S. 

The appointment of Dr. D- W, Hamilton to the staff for the eucceed«1 
h»g year will add to its efficiency and relieve the other teachers from th^^ 
preeaure of work that th*- increased nttendan'-e h;^s placed upon them.] 
The school is, in this way. again benefitting by the active interest of Dr.^ 
Robertson and Sir Wm. Mf Donald. 

Hie Booor. the Lifutenant Governor, has 8lwn^•s exhibited a keen in-4 
terftrt in the propreps and odvancemfJit of (•ducatinn in New Brunewick^l 
He hae. for manv vears as a member of the Board of Education, been i 
frequent vieitor of the Normal School, and the practical interest he ball 
rewntly displaved bv offering prizes to the amount of 550 00. to b« giveftj 
in the senior and .vunio;" classes, is highly Appreciated by both the t«aV:h-» 
ers and students. 
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. I do not feel like closing ihis report without expressing my high ap- 
preciation of the work of my predecessor. Dr. Wm. Crocket, in the Nor- 
mal School. It was Dr. Crocket's peculiar duty to assume the Principal- 
ship at the incqDtion of the Free School System, and he . performed his 
duties in a way not only to compel the admiration and appreciation of 
the teaching profession of the Province, but to gain for himself more 
than a mere provincial imputation. In a prreat measure is it due to his 
influence and teaching that the elementary education of New Brunswick is 
being conducted on sound educational principles.

No. 5, Blackville, and occu- 
ned during tho summer term. Another was projected nt Oak Point, No. 
14, Alnwick, to be finished as soon as practicable. Besides these, consid- 
Table oiitlavF, there was a lor£re amount of exnenditnre throughout the 
nspectorate in desks, maps, blackboards and other requisites that will bo

PERIOD OF SERVICE. 
I regret t(i notiftfe th*t the teachers appear to have contraict«d the 
i^it of ('Jiftft^in^ scIjoaIs more frequently than was formerly the custom. 
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' Nothing militstee more against siiccesaful school work. A fair aTwags 

plodtlinc t«aclier will produce better results by remainine in the Baite 

school from year to year than a siiccpssion of the most brilliant teachoi 

phaneinp every twrn. The cause is probably the rise in salaries and tht 

I unwillingness of some Boards of Trustees to pay more than has been th« 

Imle. flTirn the tencher sends notice, they take umhraire and would 

leather pay the advance to some one untried, thoutrh the present incumb- 

lent be givinff perfect satisfaction. Another cause may be that sonn 

(achers, I hope their number is not increasing', do not give themselva 

Fseriouslv to their work, do not "magnify their aflice." They race that 

pupils throuirh text-books and over subjects without any care as to 

whether they understand or not. and move to another District to repeat 

the performance. Their pupils have a hazy, undefined notion of many 

things, but a knowledge of none. 

TEACHERS' SALARIES. 
I am pleased to be able to report that the example of the Leeislatwre 
in raisintr the Teachers' salaries has been followed by a respectable num- 
ber of Districts. 1 sincerely hope that this is merely the becinBing of bet- 
ter things for this important class of public sprvant. 
[ No community can afford to economize in the matter of Teacherg' 
pnlaries these days, and no intelli^rent community will attemnt it, 
Financial star\'ation of our teachers mcnns eventually the mental nod 
morn! star.'ation of the children. Th" countrv that pays for third or 
fot:r1h rate ability will set nothing liett^r in these strenuous, not to say 
mercenary times, and even the moat careless of parents wotild not Hire to 
see their children eiven over at the most impressionable perii-d of thar 
lives to teachers entirely devoid of thnt personal inspiration which is » 
powerful « factor in the make-up of the successful teacher. Low salariei 
inevitably lead to that end. 

The value of cood teachinc is not at all appreciated by the pelt 
mass of the people, and not fullv by many who consider themsdw 
nmong the ra^re enlightened. They compare the teachera' pay to thstot 
the unskilled laborer. They do not take the mental and moral qualitiA, 
nor the years of preparation, into account, and as little do they conainir 
that the impulse cnven to childrpn bv a eood teacher is incalmlabl*, 
while the retardation of all the best aspirations and impulses, by a port 
tte^oc, result?, in a loss that can never be remedied. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 
The Re»ti"ouehe County Grammar School- met with a severe Ita 
r .Che end >if the year in the sudden death of Principal Eyr.eat ^ 
Irf*n«, B A , who had cesducted the echoo! moit satisfactorily ht-4 
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^t sixteen years. In the discharge of everv duty as teacher and princi- 
il he was (aithfulnes? per8oni6ed. and he leaves a vacancy in the teach- 
g stafT of this Inspectorate that cannot easily bo filled. 

James B. Carr. H. A., a graduate of Dalhousie College, who was 
itnporarily eneaend in one of the other departments, acted Principal for 
le remainder of the term, and acquitted himself so creditably that he 
aa appoint^] Principal for the next term. Mr. Adair, of .\pohaqui, 
'as en^a^ed na vice-principal and teacher of Grades VIII and IX. and 
Ciss .\nna Kelly, of Fredericton, was appointed to Grades VII and VIII. 

CHATHAM GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 



Dr. Philip Cox resiimed the Prineipalship of this school in June last, 
n his appointment to the Chair of Natural Histor>' in the University of 
!. R. He had spent t^n >-ear8 at the hciid of the Chatham schools, acting 
> the double capacity of Principal of the Grammar School and Super- 
itendent of the town schools. As if this were not enoueh work, he ex- 
■ended lots of energy- in helping conduct a very successful Natural Hia- 
ory Society, and took an active interest in every movement started for 
he benefit nf the town. He was suct-eeded by Mr. R. B. Hanson, B. A., 
it the Bath\irat Grammar Sfhoo!, who came to us with the hiirhest testi- 
nonials from the tnistees and parent,* of Bathurst, and durinir the term 
iUSt closed his work has been commended by the trustees and people of 
Chutham, Miss Aenes M. Alward, B. A,, who has tfiven entire satisfac- 
tion for the last two years as ^-ice-principal, continues to hold that posi- 
tion. Mi.es Mactrie C. Sutherland, after many years of 8er\'ice in the 
Primary Department, in which work she ereatly excelled, was eranted 
leave of absence for a year at the close of the June term. Other chanffes 
in the Chatham staff will doubtless be noted by the Secretarj- to the 
Chatham Board of Trustees. My visit to the Chatham schools was 
made in March, and I noted at that time several of the best teachers had 
M excellent time record. Miss K. I. B. MacLean with fourteen years of 
Wrvice, Miss V. C. Wriaht with fourteen years of service. Miss Maria A. 
C^irran with nine years, Miss Essie L. Keouphan with eipht years, and 
Miss Mary C. Edgar with eight year?, durine most of which she has been 
the successful Principal of the Wellineton Street School. Creditable aa 
these time records are, thev s\tffer no oompariBon with those of the teach- 
ers in the Convent School, ■viz.. Sister Dwyer nineteen and a half years. 
Sister Curr\- ninetcpn vears. Sister O'Keefe eighteen and a half years, 
Sinter Barden seventeen years. All these named are good teachers. All 
srs striving to impro%'e themselves in their choeen work, and all ehow 
pjwir'^^ ^ ^'^^ work from >"eaT to ^■ear.

SUPERIOR SCHOOLS. 

Barkias Academy, by which name the Newcastle Superior School u 
•cftlly known, ranka with the Grammar Schools in point of importance 
ind in reeard to the work done. Mr. B. P. Steeves, B. A., is still Prinri-

and IV fur the past eitdit years and is deservedly popular with pupils and 
parents. 

^DOUGLASTOWN SUPERIOR SCHOOL. 
Miss S. Estclla Carruthers is Principal of this school and tries to 
teach Grades VII, VIII, IX and XI— an impossible task for anyone. Con- 
sequently some of the work was g;ood and some poor. Trustees seem 
very parsimonious in supplying necessary apparatus. Must have better 
accommodations it the Superior Grant is to be continued, The present 
Tooms are too small, and too cold in winter, and the ventilation had. 
Pupils in advance of Grade VIII should attend either at Newcastle Sup- 
erior School or at Chatham Grammar School, either of which is witJiin 
reach, and both of which are free to High School pupils froni this Di^ 
trict. 

This District can boast of one of the best intermediate teachers in 
the Province, and one whose period of service is not often exceeded, 
refer to Uliss Murj- Carney, who has faithfully werved this District for tl», 

past twcnty-Kix yi;urs. 

DALUOUSIE SUPERIOR SCHOOL. 
Mr. L. D. Jones has made this a model school since he became? 
Principal three years neo. True, he attempts too much work, since he 
has Graties VII to X inclusive, but the pupils work most industriously. 
without noise or confusion, and need no spurrinir and little supervisioOi 
and in that way much is accomplished. He is attempting school-catdei 
in? on a limited scale, and finds it an excellent me.ana of developing the 
pupils' independence and self-control. His efforts to improve the school 
were well supported by an excellent staff, which has been changed sinw 
*ny visit. Miss M. Lizzie Knitrht, after two years of successful work, went 
to the Canadian West after the term closed in June, and Miss Grace 
Henderson resicnpd at the end of the year to the rctrret of all concemwl. 
alter two and a half yeare of ser^'ice. to take a position with the Camp- 
bellton Roard. Miss Susie B. MocPherson has taucht the Primary- De- 
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partment for three years and deserves much credit for the success she 1 
achieved with a difEcult class of pupils. 

MILLERTON SUPERIOR SCHOOL. 

At the time nf my aiintial visit to this school the Principal, Mr, 
Vf. M. Crawford, was trying lu tt-uch Grades V to X, inclusive- 
bcyond the powers of mortal. In his ease a broader classification should- 
be adopttd, so as to have no more than three or four classes. Mr. Craw-! 
ford did combine his classes in History and Geography and Natural; 
Scienee. and to some extent in Readinp^. Miss Daisy ffeldon did satis- 
factorv- work in the Primary Department. The District has undertaken 
to build and will likelv move the school into its new Quarters next. 
Aupust. If the Miramichi River were bridi^ed at this point, this would 
make a capital centre for a consolidated school, to include Chelmsford, 
Mouth of Barnabv, Lower Derby. Bryenton and Upper Dt;rby and Wil-* 
liamstown Schools. 

BLACKVILLE SUPERIOR SCHOOL. 

This school is mucii better attended than formerly, and there has 
been no trouble between Teachers and Trustees sinee Mr. James Mcintosh 
became Principal three years ago. The pupils do not remain lone a* 
school after they become larce and strong enough to work at the lumber, 
the chief industry of this section, but there is some improvement in this 
rospcct. and we look tor more. The Trustees of this school admit pupil: 
to Grade one at all times of year, contrar>' to the regulation made and 
provided. It is unfair to the teacher and to the other pupils, and of 
doubtful benefit to the pupils admitted. 

This is one of the finest centres in the Province for a consolidai 
school, as I have mentioned in a former report. I trust that the peoph 
concerned will throw aside prejudice and consider this cjueation on its' 
meritti. Nothing that I know of could eive this section of country such al 
decided uplift as the establishment of such a school at Blackville, to ac- 
commodate Underbill, Bartholomew, Lockstead, Ka'nan, Bradalbans 
and Grey Rapids DistriitK. 

DOAXTOWN SUPERIOR SCHOOL. 
This school roTitinues to do good work, notwithstanding its miser- 
able accommodations and altogether inadequate supply of apparatus. 
Mr. Geo. A. Wathen has been Principal for twelve years. He classifies 
well. He manatres to bring all hi.s school into four classes, and that 
is certainly quite as many as any man can teach. He gives plenty at 
home hysons and tries as far as he can to see that these are carefull 
prepared. His pupils, -who. ore 'landidates at the Normal. School etiirran'' 
and other examinations, ..almost invariably -take a high place, Two.ol

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Reatitrourhe County Teathers' Institute was held in June this yearWi 
the town of Dalhousie, and was one of the most successful educatitinai 
gatherings it was ever my privilege to attend. The attendance was not 
large, only twenty-six teachers being enrolled. They had no outside help 
but such as I could give. Each member was present at roll-call and did 
not IfRVt', nor apparently wish to leave, till the session adjourned. Thprt 
was none of that coming late and goini^ early wliich hriniits such cather- 
ings into disrepute with a discerning public. Each one had some opiiii«fi 
to give, question to ask or suggestion to make, and the urae seemed all 
too short for the work in hand. The papers read by the teachers wen 
of a high order, showing good ability and much thought, and the la- 
sons were practical and were subjected to a fair and just criticism, show- 
ing the cliise attention paid, as well as the exactness of the profesaonal 
I knowledge of the teachers offering the criticisms. 

Northumberland County Institute met at Newcastle in October. Tte 
attendance was about as usual, there beint; nearly eighty in attendance 
first and last. There was little iutercHt taken by the majority, and no 
enthusiasm. The Secretary reported tliut he and the, other mcrabirs of 
the Executive Committee had exprricncud great difficulty in preparing • 
progiamme, and that at one time he thought seriously of calling the In- 
stitute together and presenting the members with a blank programme' 
^Happily tliere were some found in the county willing to i-ead papers 
/.and open discussions, and your presence, sir, and that of Mr. T. B. KiJ- 
ner, added interest to the first day's procoedings.

I have during the year been enabled to go twice round this extensive 
Inspectorate, and succeeded in viaitine all the Graded Schools once, and 
with but four exceptions made two visits to each of the Ungraded 
Schools that were oprn at the time I had arranged to visit them. An 
examination of the notes taken in the course of my long circuits during 
Uie last twelve months demonstrates that the past yenr has been one of 
Considerable activity in all that pertains to schools. The teachers have 
*een zealous in the accomplishment of their duties and put forth their 
>e8t efforts to help the pupils confided to their care. The character of 
the educational work achieved has, in many ways, been satisfactory. 
Several new school houses have been erp::ted- The externals of education 
lave carefully been looked after. Some districts that tor several years 
lad not maintained schools re-opened during the year. A decided in- 
Tease in public interest and s,\Tnpathy has been manifested. A larger 
ind more recular attendance of the pupils at school has been noticeable, 
making the year 1907 a bright one in the school annals of this division.

In all of these schools, the work nccotnplished deserve* the hiclwrt 
commendation. 

The sobool building nt Upper Petit Rochcr has been extensively re- 
paired. The Superior School building at Bathnrat Villatre has also he« 
repaired. 

The school buildin? at Grnnd Falls is totally inadenuate to the «- 
quirementB of the town. The trustees found it necf•ssar^■ to rent a s^pai^ 
ate room in order to accommodate the Primarv Department. Thia is 
not a convenient buildine tor school piirposes. The rentiti" of this build- 
ing- was to have be*>n temporary only, but it has now been tised aa > 
snhf'ol house for over two yenrs. I regret thnt mv anticipntions conwn- 
in? the larce school house which it was decided Inst vcar to erect, havs 
not vpt bein realized. The time has come when GrBn<1 Fulls must pro- 
vide more and nroner school accommodation for its children, and 1 havo 
houps that in »>n enrlv future, this important towr will have a school 
biiildint: of which its citizens will be proud. 

UNGRADED SCHOOLS 

The supntv of teachers has not been enual to the demand. Tbe scar- 
citv has been felt more in tlie west of the Pro\incc thun in the Countv ef 
Olnurester. If wa" thus found necessary to issue several local licenses w 
as to prevent n number of remote schools from remninintr closed. This 
acarcitv. however, has tauo-ht its lesrion. It effected a small increase In 
teachers' salaries, and trustees have learned thnt. in order to secure 
teachers, thev must look for them early. Underbidding is not yet a thinjr 
of the nast. and accounts in some measure for the low rate of increase. 
Jt is eratifyinT to know that the teachers' Drafts have been increased. !t 
is to be hoped that the district will follow the example set by the Pro- 
vince, and raise its assessment in like proportion. 

The qualitv of the work accomplished in the echool room, varwi. 
The large raa'oritv of the si-hools are doin" eood work. A tew are exal- 
lentlv conducted and are, in the main, in charee of prosressiv© and oX' 
periencpd teachers. The young and inexperienced teschers. as » eeneoJ 
rule, dn not do as well, and when these are handicapped by ii)adeous4< 
flr,iiipm'»nts resuHs are not satiefactorv-. Nevertheless. I ran palely b»v, 
that as far as this Inspectorate' is concerned, all the schools are etiffi- 
riently well cnnductfld to enable the children who frennent theju reffula'V 
and for a reasonable time, to acquire sufficient instruction for the nec«- 
sarv rejiuirear'ats of ordinerv life. In the Acadian schools tha otimbK 
of pwpils in adr'ance nf the fo\irth grade is nbt laVoe. This is attrittit 
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pible to two principal causes, first to irrpirular attendance, and second to 
ihe fott that the children leave school too younsr. Parents seem to be 
linaware that the most profitable school years in a child's life are those 
between the a?'es of 9 and 15, Too many children irive up school before 
■thev are thirteen years of aye, or just as they commence to learn some- 
rUunir. The Compulsory Attendance Law passed last year, has, in some 
xneasure. provided a remedy for this evil. Althouo-h the Law has not 
'been jjenerally accepted, I notice with pleasure that it has done much 
tgood in distri'^ts which adopted and enforced it, bv increasing the attend- 
jance and renderine it more regular. 

As I reviewed my Inspectorate by Parishes last year, and as my 
rmonthly reports during the year have dealt with each school individual- 
ly, and in some cases minutely, I do not think it necessary to enter into 
details in reference to these schools here airain. 

INSTRUCTION. 

' I note with pleasure that teachers are taking more pains to carry out 
'the provisions af the Course of Instruction, Each subject receives about 
the amount of time that its importance demands. The tendency to ad- 
vance the pupils in reading beyond measure without due consideration 
to the other subjects, is fast disappearing and gi\ine: place to a mora 
rational way of grading. It often happens that some teachers, 
aJthoiirh willing to follow up the Course, are hampered by the parents in 
the performance of their duties in this connection. One does not want 
his child to learn Historj'. Another sends his boy to school to learn 
Arithmetic only. Others do not want their children taught Grammar or 
Natural History. It is hardly necessary for me to say that teachers have 
Hot the right to change the Course of Instruction, but must carry it out 
as completely as possible. 

Arithmetic— Teachers find it a hard task to teach the numbers up to 
100 in the first grade. Those who teach addition by the principle of 
combinations and endings, without ref]iiinn2 their pupils to count, of 
course aft^r the ideas of numbers have been developed concretely, show 
better results. In the higher grades, I noticed with satisfaction, that the 
pupils are required to explain every step in the solution of a problem, 
In the Acadian schools most all the problems have to be translated in. 
order that the pupils may be able to do intciliE^nt work, 

Reading. — Reading always receives its large share of flttentibn and 
time. Success in this subject is not tested by the raniditv a child can 
read a selection nor bv the number of pages he has been hurried through. 
True progress is measured by the pupil's DoWer to read with proper ex- 
{wnon, emphapi* and articulation, and by his aWlity tt> exprtSB in his 
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own words and in a natural manner the thoughts contained in a selec- 
tion. 

A new series of French Readers has been adopted in the Acadian 
schools. The old series of Readers had been in use for about thirty years. 
They had some j^ood features but the method had become antiquated, 
and it was clear to all who had fsfiven the matter some coasideration, 
that the time had come for a change. The tcachei-s who have used the 
new books are well pleased with them. It is intended that the pupil will 
read the first volume before attemptinqr the study of Entrlish. He will 
then commence English Reading in the First Primer of the New Bruns- 
wick series. 

Greocrraphy and Writing are generally well taun^ht and give good re- 
sults. The same is true of the Health Readers. The sliehtly sloping 
style of writing is the one adopted in the large majority of the schools. 

Nature Study and History are the subjects that give less satisfac- 
tion. 

TEACHERS' INSTITUTE. 

A very successful meeting of the Gloucester County Teachers was held 
at Bathurst on the 17th and 18th October. An excellent program was 
carried out, Principal Girdwood proving himself a worthy chairman. It 
was pleasant to remark how the teachers volunteered to join in the dis- 
cussions and explain at the bfackboard their methods of teaching certain 
subjects. Next Institute will convene at Shippigan.

SIR : — I respectfully submit the following report on the condition of 
lie schools in my Inspectorate for the year endine December 31st, 1907: — 
In presenting this, my fourth annual report, I may mention that it 
is difficult to avoid a repetition of much that has already been stated in 
former reports. Still it is always encouraging to be able to eav that the 
interest taken by ratepayers and trustees in all matters pertaining to the 
welfare of their schools has not abated. A careful survey of the whole 
field shows that educational conditions in this division have been com- 
paratively good during the year under review. 

The supply o( teachers was about equal to the demand, although 
wme difficulty was experienced in securing teachers for a certain number 
w schools. But this difficulty was confined, in most cases, to remote 
wd isolated districts, which, as a general rule, keep their schools in 
*r*eralion verv irregularly. Very few local licenses were granted during 
ihe year. This is certainly a move in the right direction and in the best 
Dterests of our schools. Any comment in this connection is perhaps un- 
lecessary. However, I might add that, in all cases, I have endeavored 
^ restrict the issue erf such licenses to applicants who had either had 
pre^nous trainine or had passerl the Entrance Examinations. In dis- 
tricts in which trustees made it a question of salary or did not take the 
proper means to seciire the services of a regularly licensed teacher, these 
permits were positively refused. 

In reg-ard to school bulldinffs and their equipment, it is gratifying to 
remark that the progressive move along this line hag continued. Al- 
ihouch in some cases a steady pressure had to be exerted to brine about 
latisfactory results, still, with few exceptions, I have found school offi- 
isls ever ready and willing to supply required apparatus whenever they 
eeame convinced of its necessity. 
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I have noted with nleasnre that, in many districts, tmstees have duly 
r complied with that section of the law which reniires them to visit tht 
[ school reeularh'. This custom cnee estahiished should be reliiriously fol- 
tinwed. If we arc to obtain the best results, a closer union must Le main- 
r tained Ix'twe^n the teacher, the trustee and the ratepayer. These three 
L fact«>rs should work in perfect harmony. Ratepayers should make it 
Itheir strict duty to appoint as their representatives on the School Board 
Emen whose chief aim is not solely to lower the taxe« of the district, but 
Ftnen imbued with the right sense of duty, whose efforts should tend to 
secure the best results for the outlay of money , and whose greatest care 
should be to promote the educational standing of the district under thdr 
control. 
_, Owing: to the fact that many districts tailed to call their annual 
f meetinfTB in accordance with the provisions of the law, I had to send out 
more than the usual number of notices (or new school meetings. With re- 
ference to this point. I beg to call the trustees' attention to that section 
of the Regulations which states that "the Minutes of the School Meeting 
are to be perraanrntly preserved by the Board of Trustees, but an accur 
ate copy of them is to be forwarded by the Secretary to the Inspector ol 
Schools, immediately after the meetine-." Experience is there to provft 
that many serious difficulties have afterwards arisen which could hero 
been smoothly settled at the proper time had this provision of the Act 
been strictjv complied with.

The school in this section had 
bren closed (or a number of years, and, in consequence, hud been added 
to the list of defunct districts. The school is in charge of a local licensee. 

No. 8, Birch Ridge, in the Pariah of Harcourt. has also been re-organ- 
d. A meeting of the ratepayers waa duly oalled and neveseary means

Bible. 

GRAMMAR, SUPERIOR AND GRADED SCHOOLS. 

Circumstances prevented me from making my annua! visit to all ol 
I the above schools. I have, nevertheless, kept in touch with the wwi 
I accomplishcjd during the year in those schools which I did not visit, and 
. I feel that I can safely and confidently vouch for thdr satisfactory state 
■ of efficiency. 

Mr. H. B. Steevea is still in charge of the Superior School at Shed- 
:. Under his management the school gives evidence of steady pro- 
gress. Miss J, McDougall is still meeting with success in the intermedi- 
ate department. Miss Alice Burnyeat, an efficient teacher, is supplying 
for Miss Weldon in the primary department. By haWng the partition 
between the two rooms on the seconti floor taken down, the trustees hsvi 
provided a spacious assembly room. 

Miss Josephine Dumas has succeeded Miss Hermiline LeBlanc as Prin- 
cipal of the Fox Creek school. Miss E. Mazerolle continues in charge n 
the primary department. 

Mr. G- Douglas Steele, after a period of efficient ser\-ice as Principsl 
of the Richibucto Grammar School, resigned in June and was succeeded 
by Mr, L. R. Hetherington. No other change was made on the staff- 

Mias Caulie Mclnemey retains the Principalship of the Rexton Sups' 
ior School. The intermediate and primarj- departments arc conducted bj 
Miss M. Estey and Miss M. Lynn Wright. The latter succeeded Mia 
Koswick in June. Miss McLean is still in charge of the school at Jaf 
dine\ille. 

I am informed that Mr. W. H. McLean, who became Principal of tia 
Harcourt Superior School in September, has rescued this positioB to 
enter the Manual Training Department at Fredericton.

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

Aa a ecneral nile, Reading is tau^rht in a satisfactoiy manner in the I 
primary irradea. I have noted with pleasure that tjeaerally more atten- | 
tion is beine devoted to correct posture, distinctness of enimciation and j 
clearness of expression. Much time is also bestowed upon the cultiva- 
tion of an inteliieent knowledt'e of the subject matter of the lesson. 
Steady progress is being made in the teachimr of Spelline in both Ian- . 
^ases. Frequent exercises in dictation and oral spelling are resorted to ! 
with eood results. I would like to note more accuracy in the pupils' 
ordinarv written work. 

A great deal of time is given to the teachintr of Anthmetic, — too ^ 
much in fact for the benefits derived from the presentation of the subject. 
I must state, however, that in the Knglish schools of this Inspectorate, 
the subject is very well taken. I am sorry to state that the same thing i 
cannot be said in regard to work done in the Acadian schools. It is use- J 
\esitt tn anticipate any btttju- i-esults until a suitable text-iK)ok is author- j 
izod, or the prewrilx'd textbooks arc trHn;jlatefl, at ieiiHt the lirat two 
aumbtirf. 

The results in the othrr subjects of thi> prescribed cuutue nr>!. upon ^ 
the whole, satisfactory. Work in (icogniphy is sti'udily improving, 
have found that Writing, when speciallv called for. was fully up to ths'l 
requirements. From the neat and dean apl)earance of the daily e.\erciae- 
books used in the schools, it may be inferred that due attention is being 
paid to the teaching of the subject. 

Text-book work in Grammar is satisfactory. More attention should 
be given to Composition. The correction of grammatical en-ors and the 
re-writing of stories cannot be regarded as the only reciuirements in this 
subject. Pupils should be encouraged to do more independent work and 
to cultivate moi-e originality of expression. Better results should bi ob- 
tained in the teaching of History. The subject is presented in an in- 
definite and unsystematic way. 

ARBOR DAY. 

Arbor Day was observed on the IJlst day of May. Reports were duly 
rorcivecl from thirty-two schools. One hundred and forty-one trees and 
ten shrubs were planted and sixteen flower beds made. From personal 
obBcr^'ation. I may say that the official reports sent in to me do not in- 
dicate the work accomplished on that day. 1 have noticed that, in many 
iostances, teaflhers kept their school in operation during most of the day, 
fuid afterwards apeat much time in plaating ti-eea, etc. No reports werQ 
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sent in in these cases. Although bodig progress has been made duriflg 
the last few years in connection with the beautifying of school prcanises, 
yet much remains to be done in order to bring about the required results. 
It might not be inopportune for me to state here that many schools in 
Kent County have been presented with fla^s, the gift of the representa- 
tives of the county in the Local Legislature- 

INSTITUTES. 

Successful County Institutes were held during the fall at Moneton 
and at Kichibucto. The Kent County Institute was held on October 24tli 
and 25th. I sincerely regret to say that circumstances prevented me 
from being present at this meeting. The benefits derived from attending 
theiie Conventions cannot be overestimated. The discussiona arising froia 
a well arrantred programme cannot be otherwise than helpful and Bug- 
gestivc. It is quite evident that the success of such meetintrs depends, lor 
the most part, upon the zeal and enthusiasm of those upon whom de- 
volves the duty of planning and directing them; but there is also mudi 
in the sympathy of numbers. I hope that the meeting at Buctouche neit 
year will make a record tor itself in the matter of attendance. 

ACADIAN SCHOOLS. 

The most salient feature in connection with the condition of tlie 
above BcbooU durin" the past year has been the timely introduction ot 
tiw new Acadian Readers. Their introduction has certainlv supplied i 
loDjf f«U want, and has been hailed, I am sure, with sentiments ot ealis- 
faction by all those who are directly interested in the jwogress and well- 
beiog of the nchools ot our Province. 

I have noted with pleasure that the introduction of this new series of 
II«ftd«ra huH already had its effect. A new impulse has been given to 
•cbool work. The t«?achcra' activity has been stimulated, the pupils' am- 
bition excit«d and the parents' interest encouraeed. With very few n- 
ceptioiM, Ihovc found that pupils in all schools in this Inspectorate was 
supplied with the necessary Readers. Teachers were advised to make* 
thorough cInHwfication of their pupils before adopting the Readers, and 
to refrain from a too hurried promotion in Reading. 

Durin'- the term just closed about 136 French teachers were employed 
in mv Inspectorial Division. Of these, 3 held first class licenses, 14 second 
clas«. and 110 third class certificates. Three teachers were allowed to 
teach under local licenses, and six were employed as class-room assistants. 

In bringing this report to a close, I beg to call attention to a vet? 
mae recommendation made by Dr. Crocket last year :— "That ths^^ 
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stmctor of the French Department give, in addition to his present course, 
the professional instruction necessary to enable the students to teach in- 
telligrentlv the subjects prescribed for the Acadian schools." This importr 
ant sncrnrestion calls for no further comment.

No subject Jn the c"urse is so well 
ipted to incidental teachinLr, and. in view of it.<? importance, no sub- 
should receive more direct attention from both teacher and pupils, 
pvine composition exercises, teachers should recuiie from the pupils 
construction of only as many sentences as they can find time to have 
illy examined and corrected, but the pupils should lie encouraged to 
■write many times, and if po.'jsible to improve every sunteucc bt^ore pre- 
1? it for examination. I trust that more attention may be riven, 
all the tjchools, to this important subje'^t.

'Bre but meagrely complied with, t'leanlinoss in school rooms is too often 
Iwantintr. and outbuildinirs impi'op('.rl\' cared tor stand within a few feet ot 
|tho side windows of the school room. Education alonti these lines must 
Ijbe slow unh'ss radical measures can be taken to require a complete re- 
jijorm. To hear talk of the advantaces of good sanitary conditions will 
^Ht little efliect upon the child mind where he is daily accustomed to 
^^B( lessons to the contrary, and we have no reason to hope that the 
^HE jiteneration of ratepayei-s will show much iuiprovetncnt if present 
^jroffitions continue to prevail in so many places. 
PARISH TAXATION. 
In far too many districts the buildings and their equipments are in- 
ferior to what they should, and mijrht be. fl'here each little district is, 
as it were, in ^eat measure an educational republic, practically inde- 
pendent of its neiehbours, and where, as is generally the case in small and 
weak republics, potty tactions war against each other, ignorance, jeal- 
oiwy and parsimony overcome public spirit and progress, the path 
toward improvement is beset with difficulties almost insuperable. 

Taxation for general purposes is at least parish wide in this country. 
It is hard to see why, for educational purposes, the same rule should not 
apply. It must be remembered, however, that this much - advocated 
chance involves in details many departures from present administrative 
metbods. If a resolution affirming the principle ot parish taxation for 
local school purposes were passed by the Lec'islature, and time given 
during recess to a committee to frame a bill that would be educationally 
beneficial, and at the same time easily worltable, the discussion on this 
cpuation would at once pass from the academic stage to the practical. 
SCHOOL APPARATUS. 
The supply of apparatus in the various districts is most unequal. 
The valuation ot districts ought to be a basis in some respects, at least 
•lirectory, of what expense should be borne for this item. Many Poor 
districts have better school apparatus than other districts with a valua- 
tion of JlO.OOn. The educational sentiment in the district is ot a higher 
'■haracter. It is in well-to-do districts very frequentlv that schoole must 
1» forced. I kave Irinu feJt that in districts of 815,000 or leas valuation, 
certain spocifipd apparatus should be renuired as imperatively as seats 
and desks, that in districts from 815. fmn to 930,000, a wider list and 
hijrher standard should apply; and that in districts with valuation ex- 
ceeding jab.ftOb, still another list and stahdarH sho\ild bfe preB&ibed,

Many, perhups raost, of our teaolicrR come from countr>' schools m_ 
whiph necessary nppuratus is quite defective. I have very fre<)ucntly been 
toUl by tcnc-htTs whom I found in srhoolH wliere. for example, a twrw- 
trial eriohe formed an item of apparutue, that they hud never been used to 
one, as there was none in their home suhook. The result is, that mndi 
that can he tau^^ht by use of n globe is never taught at all in Bchooli 
whorfl suc-h teachers are in ehargo. 

I find in many nehools within the last (eiv years that maps and i 
apparatus of n very inferior (piality, and not adapted to our noeds. 
makins; their appearant-e. I freiiuently find on inrjulry that prices paid 
are ample to secure what is needed. Tn this respect too. I think an ad- 
vantage would accrue if definite apparatus were proscribed. 

INSTRUCTION. 

I am plfiascd to record my belief that the quality of ia«truction im- 
parted in the schools in treneral is improving. In many subjects and is 
manv schools excellent work is done. One frennently hears from teachers 
complaints retrardJnu some text-books, with the statement added thiil 
althoun-h the books are, in their opinion, somewhat unsatisfactory, tlwy 
are able to bend the text-book to their methods emd overcome, in to 
way, what they consider its defects. The teacher should always be a 
more potJ?nt factor than the printed page. A larger amount of profes- 
sional readintr than formerly is beinjf done. 

I t<»o often find that Arithmetic does not receive the class attention 
that it should. Some teachers will find time for seven or eight different 
classes in Rcadine, and yet cannot find time for one class in Arithmetic. 
Geography and Hintury are also often triven undue prominence when com- 
pared with Writing, Composition, Arithmetic and Drawing. Reading 
can be heard. History recited, but Arithmetic, it class work is had at all 
must be taugrht. This involves care, thoutrht and att^-ntion. While thfW 
are deft'Cts that I have met with, they are by no means general, and oc- 
cur largely among the young and inexperienced in the profession, who, 
having had the profession chosen for them, have not enough interest in 
their work to exert themselves to meet its difficulties, but supinely drop 
back into routine careless ways of getting through. 

HAMPTON CONSOLinATED SCHOOL. 

The Hampton ConsoliJated School was opened at the beginning of 
the summer term. The attendance of pupils was soon larger than \\tA 
iiei'n antici|jated, and an additional teacher had tn lie engaged, makiog 
six in all, Mr. Horace G. Perry, M. A., the Principal, is proving himsdl 
a capabla.and successful administrator and teacher. ■ He hos u^er. bm,&, 
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I flty ^cient staff of teachers. Doroestic! Science and Manual Training 
I i{!|Mrtmrnts, fully eiiuipprtl, am proving popular adjuncts to the usual 
I nhool economy. 

The funnal opening t'>ok plnco im Novemher 7th. at the Ume o; the 
iDNtin^ of the Institute in Hampton, and was att<?ndcd with more than 
fonliiuiry ceremony. The various departincnls were in sesmon dunnt; the 
I first hour rn the aftcinoon, after which the pupils were maivhcd to the 
I u«!inbly hall, where a large and intprestt-d audience listened to the aft«r- 
I noon's exci-ciscH. 

Hia Honor, Lieut.-Govemor Tweedie, Hon. C. W. Robinson, Premier 
' of the Province, Ron, Mr. Sweeney, Cliief Supt. of Education, Dr. Inch, 

tad otherB occupied seats on the platform. S. H. Flewe'ling, Chairman 
I of the School Board, presided. A short programme by the pupils was 

llrrt carrie*! out. The above namixl irmtiemen then delivered interesting 
' and eloquent addresses, Hie Honor, the Lieut. -Governor, dwlarinii the 

bnilding formally opened. The Governor and Premier both donated 

prifee. each to the value of $3(1, to be eorapeted for by the pupils of the 

school. 

At the close of the exercises a splendid luncheon was served by the 



KINGSTON C0?^S0L1DATED SCHOOL. 

In May last sfwcial meetincs werp held in the several districts com- 
priitine the Kingston Consolidated School District. The three-year period 
I(W which the school had been organizwJ was to expire in June, and the 
question of continuance of the school was submitted to the ratepayers at 
these special meetintrs. In all the seven districts a favorable reply waa 
given, and the school is conse'iumtly to continue for the next three 
years. The ratepayers assess themselves at the rate of one dollar on a 
hundred, taxable property. This amount is supplemented by a grant 
froni thn Sir Hm. McDonald fund, administered by Professor James W. 
Robertson, and an additional grant from the Province. 

At the close of the school year Principal Hamilton and all hia uaso- 
riate u*ach<ws retired, after a period of vrr>- successful work on the part 
of all. The trustees durini; vacation cmtrat-ed a new staff of teachers, one 
Icsfl in number than in former years. Mr. !■". Arnold Jewctt. B. A., is the 
Principal. The attendance at the school has been good and the interest 
suetained. Indication^ arc that the school is settling down on £ome- 
; like n permanent basis. 
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SUSSEX GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

The Principalship of the Sussex Grammar School became vacant 
June loth last owing to the lamented death of Mr. P. R. McLean, B. 
Mr. A. B. Ma^gfi. M. A,, acted as Prlndpa! for the remaindw of the t 
In August Mr. Jos. E. Howe, M. A., was appointed Principal. 
Annie Parks, B. A., and Mias Mabel Murrtiy, B. A., were also appoi 
to fill vacancies on the staff. The seven departments are full to 
flowing. The completion of the new building, which will probably ! 
be before next summor, will give relief to educational conditions in i 
respects. 

KINGS-QUEENS TEACHERS' INSTITUTE. 
The Institute at Hampton on the 7th and 8th November was 
sided over bv Mr. A. E. Floyd. Owing possibly to time of holding, 
the unfavorable weather, the attendance was not large. The work of 
severul sessions was interesting and helpful. Dr. Inch was present di 
two sessions and contributed much to the interest and advantage 
discussions. Mr. T. B. Kidner, Provincial Director of Manual Tre 
was present throughout both days of the Institute, and besides contril 
ing addresses along his special line, took a warm and active interest in' 
all the work of the sessions. 

MANUAL TRAINING. 
In its various departments this subject is receiving increasing atten- 
tion in schools in this Inspectorate. From my observation of the in- 
fluence of this work upon ordinar>' school life, I am most favorably im- 
pressed. In echools where Wood Work or Domestic Science or both are 
carried on, the general interest has increased. Pupils have been more 
retjular in attendance, and some subjects, such as Writing, Drawing, 
Natural .Science and Geography have been invested with a new charm. 
The outdoor work of this department has, in some districts, been very 
favorably commented on by the public. 

Viewed from an educational standpoint all of this work requires 
the most careful attention and supervision, as faulty and indifferent 
work, especially when conducted along apricultural lines, is bound to re- 
Bu!t in confirming opinions frequently expressed that school teachers have 
insufficient practical knowledge or taste to make school gardening a pro- 
fitable employment for the sons and daughters of farmers. If school 
gardening could he shown by actual demonstration to be educationally j 
beneficial and intrinsically useful to the pupils, it would soon commeod , 
itself to the majority of rural districts. Present indications, ho-wevar, 
ore not all that could be desired in this regard. 




I am elad to say that I feel the stimulatine effect of 
vork in many sections of my Inspectorate. 

COUNTRY SCHOOLS. 

As stated in a former part of this report, there are very tew country 
districts in which there has been no school duiing the year. There is 
quite a large number ol districts in which the number of pupils attend- 
ing Efhool is very small. The shifting of population from remote seo- 
.lions to the vicinity of larger centres ia yearly causing an increase in the, 
number of weak districts that are unable to run a school at all, or at 
most for only a few weeks. 

There are many larpe, well-equipped, excellent country schools, with 
attendance ranging from thirty to fifty pupils, but the proportion is de- 
creasing as compared with the whole number in the Inspectorate. In some 
districts the school houses are too small and equipment very deficient, 
tcJiool grounds unfenced and not kept in good order. If a favorable 
tfstimt-nt towards school gardens can be developed, one effect would be 
that school grounds would receive more attention and care, and efforta 
that are from time to time made to beautify them would have more last- 
tMg results. 

TEAUHERS. 

In many schools, teachprs arc most energetic in their efforts towards 
everything that lends to the improvement of educational conditions. My 
concerts, entertainments and socials conducted by the teachers, much of 
the new apparatas is obtained and some of the furniture and repairing 
are paid for, without any direct tax on the people. When it is consider- 
ed that their regular duties are of a wearying character, too much praise 
cannot be given for such unselfish devotion to the interests of the child- 
rtn. 

The length of this report forbids detailed remarks regarding particu- 
lar schools.

SIR : — I beg to submit the toUowing report for the year endni Dec. 
31st, 1907 :— 

It is a source of substantial gratification to all teachers and otbeM 

^ engaged in educational work that, beginnins: July 1st in the year, the 

goverament has increased the allowances to the teachers. This, coupled 

with a disposition by the local boards to increase salaries, has made the 

outlook much brighter for the future. 

The teachers are also hopeful that a plan of supereinnuation will be 
arranged for, and a committee has presented a scheme which, if adopted, 
I will confer much benefit upon present and future members of the teaching 

profession. 

The enactment that the national Hag sha!) be displayed upon nil 
school houses on fine days has met with much acceptance, and will be 
cordially carried into effect. 

As manv of the secretaries are careless about sending me copies of tlw 
minutes ot the annual school meetings, I am not able to trive an exact 
estimate of the proportion of districts that have voted in favour of ttw 
lompulsory attendance act, but 1 think more than a majority of than 
have done so, and while in country districts there has been no very rig*! 
enfon^ment of it, yet the effect has been beneficial as to the attaidaBM 

I of irregular pupils. 
' In the City of St. John a truant officer has been appointed, and his 

work has had a marked effect in decreasing truancy and I believe in in- 
' ercaiiinK the attendance of many irregular pupils. In the other towns ia 
. my dintrict, no regular officer has yet been appointed, but the matter is 
uUtld'^ oonsiderntion in more than one, and I hope action will be taken in 
I Jill bffcrfl very long. 
I Alderman Bullock, chairman of the finances of the city and ti* 

(wrb'fol board of St. John, has brought forward a proposition for &* 1 
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favour of this plan, for many reasons which I have before given. If it ia 
not now competont for them to do so, I think that every school district 
should be permitted, by vote of the meeting or council, to provide for 
free texts. If this measure, and nnc cfmstitiitint; pari-^h school boaifis in- 
stead of the present district boards were enact^Kl, I am cunvinccd they 
would be in the line of subatuntial protrreaa. 

THE SCHOOL DISTRICT.

Lakewood, B^n Lomond, 
Fairfield, PiBariuco West, Musquash and Randolph.

Charlotte Co.— Misses Effic Crawley, Bessie Baldwin and Murj- 
Giiinan. 

St. John Co. — Misses Agnes C. McDonald and Maud Koe. 

A new dopartmejit has been added to the house at Seal Cove, Grand m 
Hunan. This district will now have the advantages of a gra<lod schooL 

Extensive repairs have bom made to the huusc at Mace's Bay, nnd it 
h^ been newiy fumishisJ. 

Another department has bei'n opened in St. George. It is at present 
in a rented building, but 1 ho^ie Bo<m t<> siw an addition to the present 
whynl building in that i^rowing town, which will not only provide for 
the accommodation of all the piipil-s. but for Manual Training as well. 

I regret that it has not Iwn posKiljlc durinir putt of thit yenr to oper- 
ate the Manual Training departments in St. Andrews and Mascarcno, 
owiug to the difficulty in securing suitable teachers. 

An excellent School Garden has bwn cstabliahed in connection with 
the school at Bocabec, under the efficiont tuition of Miss Margaret K«t. 

The City of St. John has made an excellent beginning in the depart- 
ments of Domestic Science and Manual Training, cud has provided fine 
accommodation for both branches. As yet this work docs not provide 
■for the requirements of all the pupils in the city, but no doubt its scope 
■will be eniarycd. 
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As I have pointed oat in former reports, many of the schools in 
John are overcrowded and some of tlie rooms are unsanitarj' and iU- 
suited tor school purposes. An effort was made by the Board to improve 
the school accommodation, and permission was given to do so by tl* 
government, subject to the consent of the City Council, This was with- 
held, but it is a necessity that can not be long evaded. 

The schools at Millidgeville and Sandy Point are very small, indeed 
below the limit re<|uired by law. As I have before pointed out, tie 
pupils from these schools would be much better served by conveyance to 
the city schools. A weak attempt was made to do so in the case of tie 
latter district, but was given up without a fair trial. 

Commercial education and music have not as yet become distinct 
features in the St. John school course, and do not seem to be at presait 
receivinjr much consideration. 

I have nothing additional to report in the matter of consolidation o( 
districts. I am not pushine the matter, feeling that it is nearly uselw 
to do so, as school boards are at present constituted. 

It ia with regret that I report the death of Mr. E. H. Balkam. lot 
thirty-four years a trustee and secretary of Milltown. He was an excel- 
lent citizen and a thorough and progressive school officer. 

TEACHERS. 

During the year the supply of teachers has been more nearly equed to 
the demand, as far as relates to women, but male teachers have been 
scarce, and many of the departments formerly taueht by them havebeoi 
filled by female teachers. The towns continue with difficulty to find firit 
class teachers to supply vacancies, but teachers of that class in the 
country districts are becoming fewer. I 

St. John City has fiiven its teachers an additional increase of twenlj^l 
five dollars per year, and raised the reserve limit from ?150 to 82(10. Thk 
example has been followed in other places, and the salaries paid in 
country districts are irenerally higher, but there are some of the poorw 
districts that can not aflord to pay more than they have been giving,' 
and for these it is difficult to procure teachers, even those willing to 
teach them under local or third class licenses. 

I do not know ot any organized district that has been without a 
teacher for the whole year, but a few have been without for a term, and 
there has been some loss of time jn others, 

COUNTY INSTITUTES. 

Durinc the year excellent County Inatitutea were held in St. Stf;>iMi 
•nd St. John. 
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In St. Stephen the enrolment was 121 — one of the lar^^t and best in 
the history of the Institute. The programme was prood and the interest 
in the proceedin*^ very marked. The attendance of yourself, sir, the Prin- 
cipal of the Normal School, Prof. Corthell, and the teachers of Calais, 
greatly added to the interest and value of the sessions. I regret to re- 
port the resignation of Mr. James Vroom. the eflBcient and courteous 
secretary of the Institute for a number of years. He has always been 
ready with time and service, but though he is no longer an official, we 
hope still to have his valued assistance at future meetings. 

The enrolment at St. John was 187, and an excellent programme 
was carried out. The attendance of Mr. H H. Hat/erman, of the Normal 
School, and his instruction upon the subject of Drawing was of great in- 
terest.

SIR : — I bee leave to submit my report for a portion of the year- 
f 1906 aiid the year 1907. This covers three terms, and must of necesaty 
r be longer than a two-term report. 

As now constituted, my Inspectorate contains 27."j schools and de- 
apartments, classified as follows :— 2 Grammar, (i Superior, 1 Graded and 
2fi6 so^yilied Ungraded Schools. Thi^; term Millville (Southampton. No. 
11), has put a class-room assistant in the primary department, an^ 
I hence is not now a trrader] school. Had thev employed two reeulariy 
licensed teachers, I intendi^d to recommend that thej- be Eciven the Sup- 
l' flrior School for this Parish. It now lies between thera and Middle 
Southamptim I No. S, Southampton). I shall recommend whiclievet 
' qualifies first. 

The lattt'r, my home school, has bwn very prompt and sati^ifactoij 
in carrying put my recommendations. The bin^r nntre door with adet? 
recess (the byiUlinLr was built tor a hall), ha:^ been closed, and two dniai 
openintr from the out'iidc into separate) cloak' rof)ms substituted. This 
j^ave creat relief to & school with an enrolment aliove 50. The crouwls, 
(altojjether too small), have been divided from rear of buildinif to rew' 
of lot by a closed board fence seven feet hich, and i'J trees planted. 4 
map of Europe and a splendid ball-frame, standing on the floor lit' 
those in use in Fredericton schools, have been put in by trustees. whUs- 
Mr. Cliffortl RoLf^ers, a first-class teacher, has procured a set of Minerals 
and Chemicals, McKinlci'a Map of the Maritime Provinces, and started 
a library. This school, like No. 14, St. James, is too large for any oM 
teacher to properly teach; but this term the enrolment is smaller, and 
it may be that we will not have to build a separate class-room. It has 
always been a tfood feeder of the Normal School — sendinfj as high as EvO 
at once. No. 4, Southampton, next below, can scarcely make the l^nl | 
average, and its apparatus is of the moat meagre kind. 
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An old District, No. 11, Prince William, has been re-establisliod and 
its boundaries re-writttn. With a push and zeal worthy of any part of 
llw West, the trustees hired Miss Phoebe Hoyt, and set her tu work in a 
biiildine that had been built to lodge Scott's mill men. Here, 
it even a bali-frame. Miss Hoyt, with wall-drawn maps and a bag 
■bles, beyan to teach school, and with her marbles she did as good 
on number as any I've witnessed elsewhere. Whtn I asked her if 
•mmend a ball-frame, she said : "No. There is so much needed i 
nicely with the marbles at present." In teachint'. I've invariably 
that the simpler and more natural the method the better. It is a 
itabi* fact that sometimes the method or plan of teaching a subject 
more difficult to comprehend than the real work itself. To-day Scott 
has a new school house— the trustees working on it many v.n even- 
till midnight. Ub that all trustees were like Messrs. Robinson and 
fewett of tliis District. 

At Clarendon Station, Petersville, No. 2, the struggle for a new school 
een tedious and continuous since my appointment. Had tliis 
t been in Japan, this long drown out battle would have been brief 
jcisdve; for there, elementary education is compulsory. School here 
L very irregular and inefficieJit, and of late none at all. As a con- 
the children have grown up in ignorance. However, we now 
school house (20x30) with separate cloak-rooms enclosed, and 
tnde sheathed. It will be used this term and Bnished in the summcr 
&{ion. 

About a year ago yon sent me to Minto, Sunbury Co., to see and 
liecide about erecting a new District there. Northfield, No. 2, was not 
noining: but Canning and Northfield, No. 8, had 56 enrolled, with nn 
overage of 40, in an old school house on the loft bank of the Newcjvstle 
(itream, wit-h the girls' cloak-room torn out and Ions old-fashioned desks 
'.lliruat in along the walls to afford extra accommodation. llinto, a 
struffgUn" village on the right bank of the stream, and a mile or more 
. farther up, still had children of schoolable age hanging about the store 
Uid the coal mines. 1 drove all over that section, and before night I 
W not the slightest doubt that a new District should be established at 
lUnto. This was done. With characteristic enterprise the people set to 
»ork, and to-day they have finished as fine and up-to-date a school build- 
ing as there is in the province. It has separate cloak-rooms, apparatus 
foom, etc.. and a furnace that will keep all the rooms at a uniform tem- 
perature from fall till spring. It was, however, a very great diwappoint^ 
ment to me that they did not build a two-department building, as I re- 
commended. Before ten years they will see their error. Minto of to-day 
MOot the Mioto cA a year ago. With practically inexhaustible cuol 
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fields, Minto has a future before it; and side by side with its commercial 
developmeat must go an efficient school system. 

It is to be ^eatly regretted that the number of local licenses issued 
has not decreased. I have made it a ruJe, admitting of no exception, 
that the whole board of trustees certify to me in writing, thai they 
"have tried by all reasonalile means^as advertisine', et«., to obtain i 
reffuiarly licensed teacher, and failed." Then, and not until then, will 
I recommend the issuing of a local license. Some trust^ee think this t 
great hardship; but in one case where 1 insisted that a 25c. advertisement 
be sent to one of the dailies (that has a large circulation) they admitud 
to me that in just eight days they received three applications from 
good second class female teachers. They hired one. and 1 presume & 
each of the others a card aayiner: "We have a teacher. Thank you 
much for applyin"." These little courtesies and business methods greater 
help trustees in future. 

I have had no real trouble in gettinfr maps, blackboards, etc. Asa 
genei-al rule, teachers raise the money rerjuired for ne<cssary apparalut, 
and when they don't the trustees do. Miss Sara H. Haines, of 
Line, Queensburv, heads the list. From a picnic and pie social she r 
$1 10.00, with which she built a very conveniently aiTongcd woodhoti 
and bought a beautiful teacher's table. Pay a visit to the school *i 
you will be forcibly reminded of that old truth, "the teacher makes i 
school. " The singing, physical exercises, number and reading of tU 
school is second to none on my whole field. This shows there's nothiq 
impossible to a real live, enthusiastic t«acher. Miss Olivia Maxwell, t 
Moore's Mills, comes next, with SyO.So. This money sheathed the well! 
and ceiling of both rooms vcrj' artistically in steel. Miss Margaret H 
Nabb, of No. "i, Dumbarton, is third, witii some S70. with which a 
.purchased new sittings and hyloplntc blackboard ». Miss Alice Peacod^ 
of St. James, No. 7, was uble to get together 845, and bought a nud 
case, etc. Miss Stella Keliey, of Petersvillc, No. 6, held a pie social Mil 
handed the secretary of trustees i541..30 with which to purchase new sei 
and desks — vcrj- much needed.

nients of to-day. but to insure ample room for the future- But if he has 
not time nor ptrennth to tcive to it, then the ratepayers of this prosper- * 
OUR tx>wn shonid uive it their immediate attentutn. Mr. W. T. Day is the ; 
trentlemanly Prinfipal. He's a man that chtn't trrow old in his work; and ] 
he docs his work well. His many years of service in one place — so close 
to the seat of leamintr in this Province — show how highly he's appreciated. 

Despite the unfortunate fact tbat all the departments of the St. 
Marv's and Gibson Superior Sthooi are situated on the north side of th^ 
buildinc, where they get all the noise from the railway, but seldom ^ 
glimpse of the sun, Mr. J. W. Hill, B. A,., and his efficient staff of teacl^ 
PI'S, are making- a pleasant and profitable place for the children thor^^ 
The work here does not go beyond the Sth grade, but is ver\- intelliFent">^ 
done. Whntithis buildintr wants is to be jacked up and swuntr '"'^"^ 
around. The cost would Ijc very triflin(r in comparison to the lasti -^ 
benefit conferred on teachers and pupils, both physically and intellecti*^^ 

The paint of the metallic eoverinij on the outside of the large new ■ 
bnildin? at Fredcricton .Junction Superior School did not prove satiafac- I 
tory. It was civen a new coat durinq: the summer vacation which EToat- I 
ly improves its appearance. I condemned the "sittings" of the primary I 
department. Tbe trustees bought a set from Prof. Woodbrid^, used ixx' 
the Frcdericton Deaf and Dumb School. These are all riL'ht for advanc:- 
ed pupils, but are entirely unfit for young children. 1 hope to ha>i^a 
these placed in the advanced department, and new "sittings" procur^=^ 
suitable for these little "tots." Mr. C. W. Clark, B. A., was Principal tlmi 
last term of 1906, but resigned to go into another profession. Mr. B. !^mJ 
Mcljcod, of Acadia, took his place. Mr. McLeod was giving excellent sai*— '^ 
isfaction, but returned to his law study. He was succeeded by Wm. ^J 
Shea. B. A., who is doing splendid work. 

The building of Harvev Station Superior School is very unsatisl^e 
tory indeed, and is not at all suitable to its requirements. On euteri«3^ 
the ereatly cone^ested primary department last June, by the one cloak- 
room which serves the whole buildin" the stench of foul air that met me ; 
was ven- offensive. Here I found 20 double desks and an enrolment of ^ | 
pnpiia. The room is 19 feet long .and 17 feet wide, with 11^ it. < 
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giving 82i cubic feet of air per pupil, instead of 200 or 250, aa the law 
prescribes. The advanced department was not nearly so bad; yet here it 
is impossible fttr the t^arher to gi-t far linouch from bis du-ss to produce 
good readers. I met tlui trustws in the evenintr and explained the s(>voraI 
things thnt railed loudly for improvement, and sketehed a plan for the 
work. Thev promised me that they woiilil move in the matter: but when 
there in November. nothlnL' hud been done. 1 n>rain met the trustees and 
ihej' explained that they could not get carijenters^ but would be ready to ^ 
begin the very day -whool elosos next June. The enthunias-tie Principal, 
Miss Bertha Chase, was doing very satisfuctoiy work, indeed, and waa _ 
busy preparintr for her public examinatirn. Tlie primary department ' 
was eiBciently taught by Miss Maud Williams. 

The Keswick Ridge Superior School is very pleasantly situated. The ^ 
trustees have Erraded and fenced their jjrounds, and set out a lari^e num- 
ber of beautiful rock-maple trees. Oh that all other trustees "would go ' 
and do likewise." Thinit of the trce-emboworod school house that will be 
there twenty-five years hence, and the aesthetic taste that will Ite fostered 
&mong its occupant.". The efficient Principal, Miss Julia Buchanan, 
B. A., and her able assistant, Mr. A. J. Hanigun. have but one draw- 
back, viz ;^T,ack of pupils. There are only 33 names on the registers ol < 
ibis school. But I learned the prospect tor the future, in this respect, is 
brighter. 

After more than two years of faithful and intelligent work. Miss 
Olivia Maxwell resigned the Principalahin of Moore's Mills Superior 
School to take a t-ourse at McGill. Miss Mary Graham, of Hilltown. be- 
came Principal last August, and is a worthv swTe8,sor to a very worthy 
teacher. Miss Peakes continues on the staff. She is a skilful and pains- 
"tabing teacher. 

EMPIRE DAY. 

As in Nature Studv. teachers greatly need more subject matter in 
order to mate Empire Day what the Roard <if Education intended it to 
be when they set apart a day for its observance. To meet this necessity, 
I am outlining a program in my private talk with everv teacher. I am 
advising them to teach thoroughly the geoirraphical position and 
Kbarces of Cimada. The map shows why the seven American and the five 
Kitish cables across the Atlantic havo their landings on both sides in 
j^ritish territory, ho that all their business passes through Canada. A 
child can understand why a long cable cannot compete with a short one, 
kc., &c. In this connwtion 1 am earnestly ad\nsing eveiy teacher to 
^ak« the '"Educational Iteview." It annuallv Gives a.larfre amount of 
Ihjs subject matter of Empire Day, Arbor fiaj .. &c,,..for the intelligent 
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. observance of those days. I believe in this way we can broaden the y\eK 
I -and better the work. 

ARBOR DAY. 

Whiit aliall I say about Arbor Day ? I aincerely believe that in 75 psf 
' cent, of my Districts it is a failure. Tcarhers don't plan before-hand !ot 

the work of the dnv, and hence, in the great majority of cases, nothinj; 
. practical and last:nc is done. They meet, and, it may be. call the rntl. 
' Then they wash windows or scrub. Then they report, "we obeenal 
I Arbor Dav." This is not Arbor Day. In the reports I received, just SO 

per eent. of them could not be accepted. But as many of the tenchim 
' called the roll, they eet allowed for the day. 

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

In the .3rd crade the very large majority of teachers do not teedi 
' the "fir.st fifteen lessons on Geography as pivon in textbook." Many oi 
, them dfi n 't teach the first seven chapters of Hay's Historj- in this 
[ grade, Thrv rio not teach the "Nature Lessons." Thfiv sav thev ha^"* 
f not time. I have ^one over the "Course of Instniction for Country 
Schools" with ever>' teacher, and pointed out, that on paee IIO of tift 
Second Render i« an excellent opportunity of teaching "the transfomu-. 
tion of a few common insects." I try to show them that this natuia 
work can be lar^elv done incidentally. I should very much like to »» 
this "groupinc" of the subjects of the Course in Countrv Schools, hanil- 
* led (rora this view-point, at the coming Provincial Institute, in onler 
that the uroat bulk of teachers there assembled mifht return to their 
Rchools with some definite plon. and a determination to take their 
3rd erade (Ist and 2nd Reader) before the map of the Maritime Provin- 
ces, and, without a text-book in their hand tell and traco the very inter- 
esting story as contained in the history tor that grade. Neglecting this, 
the tenn eoes bv, the opportunity is lost, and the work is not done;-' 
simply because the teacher had no settled plan to do it. 

The School at Lakeville Comer (No. 4 Sheffield) has the best writiflg 
in my Inspectorate. When I asked the pains-taking teacher, Mr. London, 
how he produced writers go uniformly good, he answered ; "I mpke 
them !" Mr- London is right. Errors in letters and spaces ebouldb* 1 
plainly marked bv the teacher, during writing time, and the pupils ' 
made to correct them in the next line. 
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Id many schools results in addition are obtained by coiintiQ^, inste 
readinc up the numbers. 
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In teaching, the boarding place is half the battle. The remote- 
ess of the boardini? place in Manners Sutton, No. 10, accounts for 
iree teachers being there at different times last term. 

In closing, I beg to thank you for valuable assist€tnce and advice. To 
beginner on a strange field> these are ^nreatly appreciated.

The schools in fifteen districts of this Inspectorate were closed during 
one term of the year, the remaining schools being kept in continuous 
operation. 

Additions to school apparatus and other improvements have l7(H»n 
made in a large number of districts, aiul two new school houses have 
been erected. 

Earnest and intelligent work is being done by the teachers in t,^en- 
eral, but in some cases there is little or no interest taken in the care of 
school apparatus, the condition of tlie schoolroom and outbuildings, ami 
all those thinufs which, though connected with the externals of etl'i'-ilion 
only, have yet an important l)earinLr upon the educational and moral 
welfare of the child. As a rule, the toar'hers to whom these remarks aP' 
ply are merely putting in time, and the backward condition of theit 
schools is only too plainly af)parent.

ARBOR DAY. 

Arbor Day was observed in seventy-four dietricfa of this Inspecto^ 
ate. Two hundred trees and fifty shruba were plantad, and one handnd 
and sixteen flower-beds made. 

These results, though apparently good, are somewhat misleading, 
for owing to the improper selection and planting of trees, and to other 
causes, which need not be here enumerated, lifeless stems and smal! 
mounds of earth are too frequently the only tangible e\"idence from year 
to year of the observance of the day. 

If small pamphlets were distributed amongst the teachers, giving in- 
struction in tree-planting and other matters relating to Arbor Day work, 
ihey would be decidedly helpful in the production of more permanent rt- 
«ulte. 

TEACHERS' INSTITUTES. 

Teachers' Institutes were held during the year at Andover and F\ot- 
enceville. There was a tuir attendance at Andover. The Institute at 
Florenceville was one of the most successful that I have yet attended- 
Several excellent papers were read, and interesting lessons given in 
Household Science and Manual Training work. 

The public meeting in each place was well attended, and addressed hj 
a number of prominent speakers.

As will be seen above, no change has occurred in the personnel of th* 
Board from that of last year. 

In a general way satisfactory work has been accomplished in all the 
Bcbools. Evidences of increasing interest in the schools on the 
port of the public are noticeable, and when the people realize the 
great advantage of EOod schools to a community, enlarged sj'mpathy 
and support will not be wanting. M'ith schools provided with the most 
modern etiuipment, and with teachers of highest ranlc professionally, 
ther« is placed witliin the reach of the poorest family an opportunity for 
requiring a thoroughly sound education for the asking, and yet there are 
sWll maoy persons who do not seem to appreciate these advantages.

1o the Board of Education, to be able to 
Btatc that, in many respects, the past school year has been a fairly suc- 
cessful and satisfactory one among the schools of Saint Andrews, and 
that the rlos« of the year found the SL-hools in a healthy and prosperous 
condition. 

RESIGNATIONS OF TEACHERS. 

It WOK a matter, perhaps of selfish regret on the part of our School 
Board, that at the end of the last school year, four of our teachers con- 
sidered it to their advantage to resign their positions on the teaching 
staff. 

Mr, Samnel A. Worrell, B. A., LL. B.. who had taught the Grrsm- 
mar School for one year, tertdered his repignation to the School Board, 
and oould not be induced tn withdraw such resignation. He is now a 
member of tbe teaching staff in the City of Saint John- Mr. Chas. A. 
Bicfaardson, who vt^xy suenes^-fuljy fillet! the position of Prin,cipal of the 
Intermediate dnpartm^nt tor seven years, had rffvided to abandon the 
lea'Jlioi; prr>feEsiciii. for a time atleas't, afid is now engaped in cooiifter- 
I life in 'th'l ^^"^o'^l ^orth West. Mtfs Jeftfci^ W. McFarlane,. whose

matics at the Grammar School, had siven very great -satisfaction, re- 
ceived a tempting offer to asaume chart^e of the Manual Training work 
in Fredcrirton, and is now filling that important position.

er of thi> Ptimarv- sehool, also abandoned the ^Baching profession at the 
end of the last school year and torminated her contract with the School 
Board, to enter into that more aacred, more binding anjl more enduring ' 
Contract that is made at flymen's Altar. Thr appreciation of the School ' 
Board, the teachers and pupilg, of Miss Worrell'a good work, was practi- 
tT.lly d em oust ruled bv a substantial wfdd>ntr irift in the form of a ma^- 
nilicent golden oak sideboard, which new oronpies a oonspicuous place in | 
the dining hall of Mr. and Mrs. Rohert D. Rigby. in this town. 

NEW TEACHERS APFOINTET). 

To fill the places made vacant b>- the above mentioned resignatione, i 
the School Board has secured the services of Mr. William Wtjodp. B. A-, | 
as Grammar School teacher, Mise Martha A. C. Osborne. B. A., holding I 
a Grammar School License, as Principal of the Intermediate depart- 
ments, and Mias Cecile Hewitt to teach the Primnn.- grades. No tencher 
could be obtained to take charge of the Manual Training department at J 
the beginning of the current school terra.

The last Arbor Day was observed by the teachers, pupils, the vt>il 
board and the citizens generally in a most effective end praiseworthy 
manner. An appropriation had hecn made by the School Board fcr im- 
provement of the school groiln<!!i, and that was supplemented bv lli'? »"!- 
uiitary aubecriptions of a ^reiit ;ii£.ny of the citizens, by means w hi rent a 
very pubstantial sum of money was placed in the hands of a competent i 
committee to oversee the work. The grading of the trroimds, the plant- 
intf and protecting of ornamental and shade trees, and the trimming of 
hedges, previously set out, had a very marked effect and made a great 
improvement upon the school grounds and premises. A vprj- plcaeing 
feature in connpction witi the obser- ance of the day was the deep interest 
taken in the work by the citiztins generally. 

A TEACHER S TROUBLE. 

Dnrin-i.th'-- pnst schrol yeai the Srhno! Bnard hid to deal with one 

very unpleasaot matter in the nature of a serious charge a^rainft one t»C 

. tbe.'teatJjW-. l&ertha M,\3eovey, a cBiid of^abfiut tct^ y^eafs. ijj- ■attr^xd- 
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at Miss Wade's school, made the charge that in November, 1906, 
A- Richardson, the Prindpal of that building, had very cruelly 
'ercly punished her. The child's parents made a written com- 
thc SchtMi] Board, claiming thut the child had been seriously 
and even disal'lod by Mr. Richardson's treatment. The matter 
ty and thoroughly investigated by the Board, when a groat deal 
waa heard, including: thr statement oE the child, her parents, 
physician; the statements o( the t-'achers. many of the pupils who 
I presortt at the time of the aileijeti piiniahm'.'r t. and two expert medi- 
m1 witnesses. Tho charge nl a.'isault against Mr. Richwdson was in no 
tteasure Hustaitiwi, and the medical evidence seemed strongly to warrant 
Ihe opinion that the child's physical condition was whoHy due to & ner- 
ifttos and hysterical temperament, and was not in any way the result of 
iriolcnce. The finding of the School Board completely exonerated Mr. 
Sichardtion fmm the charge made against him by the parents of the 
(feld. But that did not satisfy Mr. and Mrs. Seavcy. and they instituted 
fiijl pnicei'dines in the Supreme Court against Mr. Richardson, for dam- 
ajp*. The action was tried at the Charlotte County Circuit Court in 
3Cay last, and attracted a very wide-spread interest, not only bwause of 
the individual intflri"stg involved, but because of it beincr a novel proceed- 
ilg, it Ijeing said to have been the first case in the Province in which an 
action for damages was brought against a teacher for excessive punish- 
ment to a pupil. A larK'e nnmber of witneKses gave evidence at the trial, 
including medical experts, and after a very able and impartial charge by 
Mr. Justice Hanington, before whom the case was tried, the jurj- gave a 
verdict in Mr. Richardson's favor, which fully and completely sustained 
the finding of tlw School Board, after the investigation held by that 
Wly. 

GRADUATING CLASS. 

The Graduating Class from' tho Charlotte County School held the 
W>al ^adnation exercises in the Andraleo Hall at the close of the school 
y^ar, and the same was very largely attended, and was a most successful 
Eleven pupils, on that occasion, received their diplomas for hav- 
ing successfully completed the work in Grade XT. 

Eighte<.'n randidBt*w from Grade VIII took the High School Entrance 
SlBininatioBs. but it is a matter of regret that all were not succpssful. 

It is also true that in the cose of thn graduates who tried the Matricuia- 
tioa Exanjinstionp. the res^Hs were by no means as satisfactorj- as the 
pn^rd. thf tfai"hi>rs and the parents wo'uld hav'e desired.

In reply to a petition from the Board to the Provincial Governme 
the following document was received : — 

The Hoiiorablo, tho Provincial Secretary reports for the information 
of the Committee of the Executive Council. 

That he has had under consideration the Memorial of the Board <^f 
School Trustees of the city of Saint John setting forth in detail the 
several issues of debentures made by the said board under and by vij-- 
tue of Chapter 65 of the Consolidated Statutes with the consent of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council and the purposes for which the proceeds 
thereof have been applied, by which it appears that the total bonded in- 
debtedness for school purposes in the said city amounts to the sum of 
four hundred and sixty-four thousand, three hundred and ninety-one dol- 
lars. 

That under and by virtue of an Order in Council passed the fourth 
* day of Juno, A. D., 1901, debentures amounting to the sum of twenty- 

five th-usand dollars were issued by the said Board of School Trusters 
for the construction of the school known as the L»atour School. 

And that by an Order in Council dated the seventh day of May. A. D. 
1902 debentures amounting to the sum of thirty-fivo thousand doDara 
"rere isFued, by the said Board of Scliool Tfu3tee& Wnovni as t\:^ ]5ujfe^m

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That after exercising the most rigrid ©conomy, it was found that the 
. coHt of constructing and completing the said I^atour and Duflferin Schools 
includihg the cost of the land upon which the same are situated exceeded 
the sum estimated which was sixty thousand dollars, which amount has 
been borrowed from the Bank of New Brunswick by the said Board of 
School Trustees and that in order to liquidate the said sum it is neces- 
sary that authority should be given to the Memoralists to issue deben- 
tures for the said amount. 

And it further appearing by the said Memorial of said trustees that 
said buildings have boon fulh' completed and equipped and are in opera- 
tion as school buildings in the said city and that the several items mak- 
ing up the balance of the said twenty-two thousand dollars together, 
with the vouchers therefor have been submitted to the Auditors appointed 
by the City Council of the city of Saint John and the reports of the 
said Auditors for; the j'Car in which such expenditures were made were 
to the effect that the accounts of the School Board were correct and sat- 
isfactory. 

And it also appearing by said Memorial that the said Board of 
School Tnistoos after careful consideration have decided to introduce 
Manual Training in connection with the schools, and it has been found 
that the only building owned by tlie said Board available or suitable 
for such purposes can ho repaired and renewed for the sum of five thous- 
and dollars and it is not possible for the said board to secure a building 
hy lease or otherwise for such a small expenditure the said board therefore 
requests that authority may be given it to issue debentures for the said 
sum of five thousand dollars for the purposes aforesaid. 

And he (the Provincial Secretary) being satisfied that the said expendi- 
ture of twehtv-two thousand dollars was made bv the said Trustees for

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The Board then issued 54 Bohds, (Nos. 725 to 778) at $500 each, and 
bearing interest at 4 per cent. About the same time 19 Redemption 
Bonds (Nos. 411 to 429) at $500 each, and bearing 4 per cent, interest, 
were issued in place of $7,750 of Portland Bonds (Nos. 1 to 15) lately 
paid, and No. 276, paid in 1902. The total of these issues, viz., $36,500, 
is thus accounted fon : — $19,000 is deposited in the Bank of New Bruns- 
wick, representing that amount of the Sinkin^^ Fund of the School Board, 
$11,000 was sold, and $6,500 remains to l:e sold. 

The addition of the Manual Traininar system and the Compulsory 
School Law was of great importance and the cause of much additional 
work to the Board and the Superintendent. The Board's shop on Water- 
loo Street was irreatly enlarged and improved, and an enumerator was 
appointed for each of the thirteen city wards for the purpose of getting 
lists of all the city children of school a^^e. Then the Board appointed 
J. Boyd McMann to be Truant Ofhcer to carry out the reiuisitions of 
the Compulsory Law, and Hedley V . Hayes and Kate Bartlett as Princi- 
pals of the Manual Training School and Domestic Science, the work of 
which will begin after the midsummer vacation. 

The Chairman being absent from the city for the second term of the 
school year on account of ill health, Mr. Michael Coll was appointed by 
the Trustees to act as Chairman pro tempore in his place. The Chair- 
man returned from his trip to Euroj^e before the end of the year, and 
was welcomed bv the Board on his return. 



The Trustees considered that the Superintendent, on account of his 
additional requirements would be unable to continue teaching Grade Xll 
in the High School, and appointed W. J. Myles as Principal of the 
School instead o'f Dr. Bridges. But the parents of pupils of this grade 
and others who might have pupils of this grade, made application that 
this grede should be continued, and Dr. Bridges, the Superintendent, was 
required by the Board to continue his teachincr there in the mornings, as 
he h*d hitherto taught there. 

The Board alsi besran their action on re-building a school on the 
Weldon Lot, and applied to the Pro^nncia) Government for leave to issue 
?40,000 of Bonds for building it, as the increased attendance of about 
o ooo pupil« mad« it pvidently necessary. On April 15tb *lie Provincial 
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The Honourable, the Attorney General, reports for the information of 
the Committee of the Executive Council : — 

That he has had under considoration the Memorial of the Board 
of School Trustees of the City of Saint John, setting forth In detail 
the several issues of delenturos m.ido by the said Board under and by 
virtue of Chapter 65 of the Consolidated Statutes, with the consent 
of the Lieutenant-Governor in Council and the purposes to which 
the proceeds thereof have been applied, by which it appears that 
the total bonded indebtedness for school purposes of the City of Saint 
John (not Including the sum of $35,000 issued for a special purpose 
under the Act of Assembly 61 Vic. (1898) Chap. 58 amounts to the 
sum of four hundred and fifty-six thousand throe hundred «md ninety- 
one dollar^. 

The said memorial further sets forth that additionnal school ac- 
conmiodation is required to provide suitable quarters for the increase 
in the number of pupils expected, as soon as the compulsory Act 
is enforced, and to relieve the present overcrowded state of many 
of the schools; that the School Board is in possession of a por- 
tion of land known as the Weldon lot, in the Southern end of the 
City, upon which they are desirous of erecting a building large enough 
to afford the accommodation required, and that the erection and 
equipment of such new building will cost the sum of forty thous- 
and dollars, and asking the consent of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council to the issue of additional debentures to the amount of said 
sum of forty thousand dollars for the pun^ose. 

That the Common Council of the said City of Saint John was not- 
ified of said application and furnished with a copy of said mem- 
orial and given an opportunity of being heard before the Lieutenant-Gov- 
Govemor in Council in reference to the matter, but did not appear 
to oppose said application. 

The Attorney General being satisfied that the monies realized from 
previous issues of dctenturos have been carefully and economically 
expended for the purposes for which they were intended, and that

The Manual Training and Domestic Science building was fitted up on 
Waterloo St., adjoining Centennial School grounds. It is a T shaped 
building, two stories high, flat roof, with a basement under rear i>ortion. 
The front portion of building is 21 ft. in. x ^8 ft. in.; the rear por- I 
tion*21 ft. X 40 ft. The entrance is- at the junction of the two buildings. ^ 
A largo platform extends across the front and one side of building, back \ 
to the main entrance. The front building contains two Domestic Science 
class rooms, also main entrance and stairs. The rear portion contains 
two Manual Training rooms, cloak rooms, also suitable lavatory ac- 
commodation for both departments. The rooms are all well lighted.

I.— Report of the Chancellor of the University of New Brunswick. 



To HiB Honour the Honourable Lemuel John Tweedie, LL. D., Lieutenant 
Governor of the Province of New Brunswick. 

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR HONOUR : 

I beg to submit for the information of the Legislature the following 
report concerning the University of New Brunswick for the Academic 
Year, 1906-7. 

The attendance for the year was 134; 72 in Arts and 62 in Science. 
Of the Arts students, 30 were women. 

The graduating class numbered 30. Seventeen received the Degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, and thirteen the Degree of Baxihelor of Science in Civil 
Engineering. 

Professor Loring W. Bailey, who, for nearly half a century occupied 
the Chair of Natural Science in the University, retired at the close of the 
year. Dr. Bailey rendered valuable service to the University, and did 
more, perhaps, than any other man to make the University known out- 
side the Province. It is pleasing to note that owing to an annuity from 
the trustees of the Carnegie Foundation, supplemented by a grant from 
the funds of the University, Dr. Bailey is assured of a comfortable finan- 
cial support for his old age. 

Professor Philip Cox, formerly of the C];iatham High School, succeeds 
Dr. Bailey in the Science Department. Professor Cox has an established 
rq)utation as a skilful teacher, and is a scientist of recognized ability. 

Professor John Brittain, after three years of most successful experi- 
ence in the Department of Chemistry, left at the close of the year to take 
up his duties as Professor of Nature Study at MacDonald College, Que- 
bec. He is succeeded at the University by Professor C. M. Carson, a dis- 
tinguished graduate of Toronto University, and a Doctor of Philosophy 
in the University of Chicago* 
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Professor Salmon, of the Department of Physics anj EIectric( 
EByineerinii:, left at the end of the year to take a position in En^lai 
His BUccf-ssor is ProfosBin- ^Vm. B. Cnrtincl, a man of wide training c 
of considerable experience in practical work in Electricity. It is our ( 
to empbanice the work in Electrical Engineering to a greatnr extent t 
has yet Vrfen done, and we sef no reascm why a first class course in I 
trical EnETinecring may not be established at the University — one 
will compare favorably in reputation with our present course m I 
Engineering. We hops that it may be a matter of a very short 
before a strong course in Mechanical Engineering is also eatabli8h& 
the University. 

The prospect of an increase in the annual grant to the Universitj 
from the revenues of the Province is h<?artening to the frifnda of 
Institution. It is gratifying to note that the action of tlic Legjslat 
in this respect has met with the hearty approval of the people of 1 
Province. With our increased attendance we shall soon ' need money 1 
boildiD^s and equipment, and we have reason to believe that an appn 
priation foy snch a purpose will receive as generous a support from 1 
public aa has the increase in the grani promised for the current year, 
the present time a siim of two or three thousand dollars is urgwitl 
needed for electrical apparatus in connection with the course in EltKtrt 
ca! Engineering. 

H is anticipated that in the near future the Univet-aity will establish 
a Course in modern Forestiy. In this way the Institution will be h 
poflltion to serve effectually a most important Provincial industry, { 
nt the same time provide another practical course of training for 
younc men of the Province. 

The University is assuredly demonstrating its value to the pooplo i 
the Province, As the technical school for New Brunswick, a beginnJq 
has been made of which the Province may well he proud. With gencrolfl 
support from puhlic and private sources the University will continue, 
an increasingly efficient manner, to provide our young men with as gooi 
a technical training as can be had at the larger but more exp«lisiw 
schools outside of the Province.

SIR r—I have the honor to submit my report of the work in Manual 
Training in each branch for the past year, 

MANUAL TRAINING IN WOODWORK. 

I am pleased to report once more that the work has been marked by 
a steady advance during the year just closed. New departments have 
been opened; others have been enlarged; and almost all have added more 
apparatus to their ec|uipmcnt. 

I regret, however, that the shortage of teachers to which I referred in 
my last annual report, still continues; especially in the case of the teach- 
ei*s holding the elementary certificate entitling them to teach the subject 
in Rural Schools. Two of the Rural Schools equipped with benches and 
tools under the Resfulations of the Act, were without teachers last year, 
and a third was vacant during the session August- December, 1907. This 
is to be deplored, for the experiment of establishing these small Rural 
Manual Training Schools has proved most successful, and I hope for a 
large extension of the work in this direction in the future. In each of the 
vacant schools, the Trustees have made earnest efforts to obtain teach- 
ers qualified to give instruction in Manual Training, the work ha\dng' 
commended itself thoroughly to them. In point of fact, some of the 
best work is being done in these rural schools; notably at Roachville, 
near Sussex, where the drawing and benchwork are of a ver\^ high order; 
also at Bloomfield, Kincrs Co. I trust that more of our teachers will 
take advantage of the short courses offered from time to time in the Nor- 
mal School, and thus provide a regular supply to take the places of those 
leaving the profession or going elsewhere to pursue it. 

Thore is also a demand for qualified male instructors, who hold, in 
addition to their Manual Training liconso. superior or academic licenses 
for ordinary teachimr. i<^ fill po?^"- in ^Consolidated Schools and in our 
smaller towns. 

As in other years, the Manual Training branch of our public school 
work has suffered from the drain to the West and the United States. 
Mr. J. V. Lynn, the efficient and fjithful instructor for sev^r^l years in 
the Normal School Manual Training department, left in January last to 
accept a good post in Calgary, and others have been attrabted tp tiie 
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United States, where Manual Training is receiving increased attention 
everywhere. 

The most important events clurinif the year have bec»n the openiiijof of 
excellent departments in the City of St. John and in the now ( -onsoli- 
dated School at Hampton. In St. John the subject has proved entirely 
successful, and already demands have been made for its extension to 
other districts of the city. The work is in charge of Mr. H. V. Hayes, 
who was for many years Principal of the Alexandra School, and thus 
possesses an intimate acquaintance with St. John's educational system. 
Mr. Hayes spent the spring of 1907 at the Normal School in preparation 
for his present position, and has already shown himself to be an efficient 
Manual Training teacher. 

At Hampton, the work has made an excellent beeinning. At the 
oflScial opening in November last it was very erratifWng to observe that 
although the department had been in operation for less than three months 
the proof of the boys' skill in handicraft w^as already apparent in the 
school rooms in the fine array of pictures which had been framed by the 
pupils as a part of their practical work. Prinr*ipal Perry is an enthusiast 
in the newer lines of school work, and has co-operated heartily with , the 
Manual Training teacher in the work, of the department. 

The department at Chipman, opened in the autumn of 1906, had a 
very successful year, and the indications arc that it will have to be en- 
larged in the near future. Increased accommodation for the work is likely 
to be provided, also, in St. Stephen, where the subject is very popular. 

The strong tendency now observable in ]\Ianual Training, especially 
m the United States, to depart from fixed "courses,'' or arbitrary sets of 
pxercises, to be given to all alike, has received increased attention in this 
Province during the past year, notably at St. Stephen, Milltown, AVood- 
stock and St. Andrews, where large "projects" have been undertaken by 
individual pupils with excellent result-?. The accompanying photographs 
of writing desks, Morris chair, etc., will servo, to give an idea of the 
great scope of the subje<!t in this dirnftion. The sphere of the pupils' in- 
terests is greatly broadened and his powers increased by the carrying out 
of these larger problems of construction and the study of materials and 
prdoosses i?i\'^lved therein. Most of the teachers are attempting work of 
this character^ the idea being that every boy, during his Manual Train- 
ing experiei^cej fhall h^\^ an opportunity of carrjnng out at least one 
Idrge pvoject ixx actual confe'trtiction. 
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Mention must also be made of the good work being done at the Con- 
solidated Schools at Riverside and Florcnceville, where the Manual Train- 
ing pupils have done much in providing simple apparatus for school use 
and in decorating the rooms with tasteful and well made picture frames, 
shelves, etc. 

In all, twenty departments have now been equipped for Manual Train- 
ing in the public schools of this Province, in addition to others which do 
not come under Government supervision. 

HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE. 

The progress in this branch has also been marked, two new depart- 
ments having been opened durincr the year; viz., one in the City of St. 
John, and one in the Hampton Consolidated School. Both are excel- 
lently equipped and present a verj' attractive appearance with their well 
arranged work tables, ranges, utensil closets, etc. 

As in the early days of Household Science schools in other countries, 
the question of devising suitable courses of instruction has engaged much 
attention here. Our regulations were purposely made very broad so as 
to encourage experimentation and thjis eventually to allow of the work- 
ing out of a course suitable for the schools of the province gen*^rally. 
The subject is so new in Canada that the several training schools for 
Household Science teachers have not yet thoroughly adjusted their 
courses to the needs of the country. Earnest and constant thought is 
being given to the matter, however, and I have no doubt that the prob- 
lem will be solved successfully as the years go on. 

For the present, good work is being done by the several Instructors, 
chiefly along the lines of their own training courses, aided by such lists 
of approved lessons from other countries with which I have been able to 
provide them. In this connection, mention must be made of very success- 
ful experiments carried on last spring in the Household Science depart- 
ments at Kingston and Riverside Consolidated Schools. For about six 
or eight weeks the pupils in these departments prepared dinBwrs which 
were supplied at cost price to the school children. Great interest was 
evinced and the Principals report that cood results were obtained. On 
account of the great amount of work entailed on the Household Science 
teachers, it does not appear that this plan could be foUowefl fop the 
whole year, but so valuable was the experience gained that it is hoped 
that soDiothinr nf fhe sort may be carried out during each year. At

ments being made by the pupils in addition to the usual exercises in 
tacking, seaming, felling, fancy stitching, darning, patching, etc. 

Good work in this line was also done in the rest of the Household 
Science Schools^ but I am strongly of opinion that instruction in sew- 
incr. etc., should, as in Great Britain, be i>iven by all women teachers and 
not left to the few Household Science specialists. I trust that when the 
projected extension to the Normal School is accomplished and a House- 
hold Science department established therein, all our teachers may receive 
instruction and be prepared for teaching in this most important part of 
a mrl's education. 

The Ladies' College at Sackville continues to do excellent work in 
training teachers of Household Science; their graduates having made a 
good showing in their several positions in our Household Science 
Schools. 

In all, six departments of Household Science have now been equipped 
in New- Brunswick. 

MANUAL TRAINING IN THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

In January, 1907, on Mr. J. V. Lynn's leaving, it was decided to 
make the experiment of appointing as assistant to Miss Baxter, then the 
second instructor in tho Normal School, one of the graduates from the 
special course then just concluded. Mr. F. J. Patterson was selected as 
the first to be appointed under this plan, and after one year's experiou'3e 
of its working it has been decided to continue the experiment for another 
year. Vx* Patterson served iaithiulJy and well during the two l^erms of 
1907, and now proceed? to llampvon to fill tho post of Instructor in the 
Consolidated School there. His place is to be filled by Mr. W. H. Mc- 
Lean, a graduate of the 1907 advanced course, and holder also of a 
Superidt License in the regular subjects. As in previous years, the work 
in the Normal School has been hampered by the lack of proper accom- 
modation, but this is to be remedied in the proposed additional buildings 
which it is earnestly hoped may soon become an accomplislved fact. The 
work for the general students was continued in the same maimer as in tiie 
previous two years, and consisted of instructions in general educt^tlonal 
handwork suitable for all the grades of the public schools: ei^h ^uderi^i

The growintr importnnre of tbe matter of Tpchnioal Kdiisation in 
Canada and the United States is causing grrat attention to be directed 
to Manual Training. Household Science and kindred subjects. During the 
past year I bave received several inquiries from Noimal School authori- 
ties elsewhere as to what is being done in this direetion in our Provincial > 
Normal School, and have forwarded copies of our syllabus for their I 
guidance. 

GENERAL. 

I was able durinc my Journey of inspections to attend several of the 
County Institutes, where I gave expositions and demonstrations of 
Handwork applied to school decoration, etc. It is somewhat unfortunate 
that the meetinLis of the Institutes nre all held about the same time, . 
thus nreventinfr my visiting them all, and placing before the teachers 
alrea<Iy in the field tho newer developments occurring from time to ilaae * 
in my department of school affairs. 

It is evident, from the large numbers of requests for advice, etc., | 

which I am constantly receiving, that many of our genera! teachers are i 

iakins up handwork in their schools. During the year several experi- j 

enced teachers have also spent from two to four weeks in the Normal | 

School for the special purpose of ocquiring a knowledge of the newer I 

lines of. educational handwork now being carried on there_ and have re- ' 

tumc^d to their schools with many new ideas. ' 

. ,In m.y last report I ventured to call attention to the great changes 

being made in High Schools elsewhere by the intro^iuction of Manual i 

Traimnc, and to suggest, that there were indications that the time is ripe i 

for something of the sort in .New Brunswick, Diiring the past y^ar I j 

have, seen no reason to chancre my opinion. On the contrary, I believp \ 

that tjhe matter ot Manual Training High, Schpols is of increased im- ■

SIR : — As you are aware, with the cloeing of the year in June last, 
the control of this school was assumed by tho Trustees of the Consoli- 
dated District. Tt is a matter for congratulation and of prreat local intereet, 
that this school will continue to enjoy the favor of Sir William McDon- 
ald and Prof. Robertson, in a substantial grant toward its maintenance. 
The special grant from the Govcrnmont has also been much appreciated 
by the people, and it was the unanimous decision in each district to 
continue the school for another three years. 



The openine; in August found en entirely new staff of teachers, and 

' in lessening the number by one. it has necessitated some considerable 

change in the school organization, which changes 1 have every reason to 

believe have not been too great to impair the efficiency of departments. 

The primary department now includes Grades I, II and III, with Miss 
Eva M. McCracken, B. A., as teacher. The enrolment last term was 57. 



Grades IV, V, and VI comprise the intermediate department, 
number enrolled was 44.

In my own class room are Grades VII, Vllt, IX, X and XI, wit&' 
I enrolment of 44. Miss Marvin is assistant in this room, taking charge of 
['Grades VII and VIII. An effort has been made to introduce the study 
of classics into the grammar school grades, with due care that by thie, 
the course in Nature Study shall not suffer. In the early part of the 
year, when the primary grudea ware ^•ery' iHrge; Mies Ma"rvin aggisted in 
that room. 
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It was found impossible to secure the services of a regularly licensed 
teacher for Manual Training. I have endeavoured to carry on this work 
as best I could^ and to familiarize myself as much as possible with it. 
My own preparation for this work was limited to the course received at 
Normal School. 

The results in School Gardening were not all that was hoped for. The 
unusual rainy season, and the neglect which the garden suffered during 
the summer holidays, have been factors against us. The season* seems to 
have been especially favorable for the orchard, trees and hedges. 

The attendcmce during the term has in the main been satisfactory. 
Certain disturbing factors have entered in, that have materially affected 
the percentage daily present. In the uppar departments this percentage 
has been 80. 

I am pleased to report that the deportment of pupils has been excel- 
lent; that Trustees are careful in their duty, and that the people generally 
continue to take a kindly interest in the school and its welfare. I have 
every reason to be enthusiastic in regard to ''Consolidation,'* as the 
best system for rural schools.

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SCHOOL GARDENING. 

The garden work was kept up as usual, and some more land 
prepared for cultivation. A good deal of time and money was spent on 
the lawns during the year, and as a consequence the grounds present a 
much fairer appearance. The school garden work would justify its exist- 
ence for this reason alone, even were no other to be found. 

LIBRARY. 

A number of expensive books were purchased during the year, and 
over one hundred volimies were presented by the Hon. C. J. Osman. The 
Hon. A. R. McClelan also presented a number of books, and both gentle- 
men contributed liberally to the fimds in money. About a dozen periodi- 
cals were taken by the school. 

LEAGUE OF THE EMPIRE. 

A branch of the "League of the Empire," established in the school 
early in 1907, has been a great success. It is at once the litcrarj- society 
of the school, conducting debates, publishing a paper, etc., and a bond 
of union between the school and the children of the Empire in other 
lands. 

TEACHERS, 

Misses Ruel, Turner and Atkinson retired from the school in June. 
Miss Stella R. Crocker was engaged to teach Grades IV and V, and Miss 
Julia A. Mclntyre to take the Household Science work and Grades II 
and III. As the manual subjects are now only taught three afternoons 
a week, it was found possible to maintain the efficiency of the school 
with six teachers instead of seven. Of the $3,700 voted annually by the 
district for school purposes, about ^2,200 go to pay teachers' salaries. 
The average salary paid during the first year the school was in operation 
was $247, exclusive of Provincial grants. This year the average is $365, 
an increase of over forty per cent, in two years.

SIR : — I have the honor to submit the report of Florencevllle Con- 
solidated School. 

The school has now been in operation three terms; during that time 
not one trip has been missed by the vans, although last winter was one 
of the severest in this section for many years. 

For the term just ended the enrolment was 144; the percentage was 
•over 80. The great scarcity of labor has been against a high percentage, 
many of the boys being forced to remain at home during harvesting, 
etc. 

The year opened with three departments; but owing to the school 
attracting a much larger attendarioe and average than was estimated, a 
fc»urth department had to be formed. 

Miss Frances Pritchard resigned from the teaching staff at close of 
first term, and was succeeded in Domestic Science by Miss Jean Patter- 
son, of Truro, N. S., who also has control of Grades I and II. Miss 
Margaret Pickle is in charge of Sloyd and Grades III, IV and V. Miss 
NeUio Harmon of Grades VI, VII and VIII. 

Tinder Miss Patterson's instruction the Domestic Science work has 
b-KJo-ne very popular with parents and pupils alike. In fact, one of the 
problems we have to deal with is not to overcrowd that department. 
From Grade VI to IX, inclusive, this course is compulsory. However, at 
present Grades X and XI are invariably electing to take this subject, 
showing that the new order of things is appealing to the people. 

In Sloyd the results are exceptionally good and the boys are pains- 
taking and zealous in their work. 

S'chool Garden work was not the success thit we wished, owing to 
the Trustees not Deing able to procure a caretaker for the garden during 
holir^ays. As the e is a caretaker in sitrht for next vacation, we have 
little doubt but that during the ensuing year this department will be 
made as attractive as any of our special lines. 
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Two of the objoctions to the Consolidated School system have beta 
clBBrly answered by the reaulta of the last year. One is the question t 
taxation, and the other ig that the acholastiti Bubjects arc tpoo 
aegleoted for the sptx^itil. 

The taxation ol the Consolidated District for the last year was only 
fiO cents on the hundred dollars. This is very much smaller than the rate 
of the majority of even country schools provided with a second or ofton.^ 
third class teacher. I 

Out of seventeen pupils 'trying Normal School Entrance Examina- ' 
tions last July, only one failure was reported, those passing making 
admirable averages, the leaders Icadiao; the county in first and second 
olasses, and rankinc hiyh in the Province. Thc-se results plainly show . 
that the second objection also is groundless. 

Non-resident scholars are coming in from all parts of the county, ' 
from Victoria County. The present enrolment of pupils from outside c 
tricts is twenty, notwithstanding that graded schools are in operatiol 
in many surrounding districts. 

Of the present enrollment in the advanced department, twelve 
write fifEt class entrance, and five matrioulation examinations. 

One of the pleasing features of the school is the keen competitivi 
spirit aroused by the largeness of classes and monthly ejcaminationffi 
The names of all those making above 80 per cent, on these written tesbj 
are published in the county papers, arranged in order of merit. 

Another feature is the splendid discipline evident in all departments 
The pupils eeem to have pride in maintaining good order instead of i 
old desire of promoting disorder. 

A new piano has been provided for the use of the school. The teach- 
ers are to pay one-half the Qost of this by public entertainments. Each 
morning the pupils march to the large assembly hall, where the opening 
ezerciaes are held, and patriotic songs are sung. 

Empire Day was obser\'ed in a fitting manner, A progi-am of pal 
rioiic music was rendered by the pupils, and eloquent speeches were de- 
livend by J. K. Flemming, SI, P. P., Rev. Messrs. Anderson, Daggett, 
Pierro, and Dr. Ross, Chairman of the Board of Trustees. The building 
was crowded to its fullest capacity, and the vans presented a beautifi 
spectacle as they withdrew from the building fluttering gtuly with 
ituie 6aga.

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The Carleton County Institute convened.in the Consolidated builc 
in October. After the sessions the teachers visited the different dep 
ments and very much admired the up-to-date arrangements and mo( 
apparatus — including separate noiseless desks, individual chemical ap] 
atus, gasoline engine, etc. 

In fine, I may say that the whole machinery is running smoothly, t 
the people are not only satisfied but highly pleased with the new order 
things. 

B(iforo closinqr my brief report, I must thank the Trustees and ra 
payei*s for their kind assistance and many words of encouragement, whi 
have tended to make my efforts much more productive of good resu 
than they otherwise would have been.

The Hampton Consolidot*d School is aituuted half way betw«w 
Hampton ViflHije and Hampton Stauon, on the right hand side of tli« 
road leading to the Village. This central location is mvich to its advtia*

The buildinir was begun November, lOOfi. The foundation is of stoi 
and the superstructure of wood. The cnntrnctors, Messrs, J. Wm. Smith 
and Geo. Lan^stroth, have reason to Ije proud of their worlt. The archi- 
tect, Mr. J. Krneat Fairweather, of St. Jotiii, has been untirini; in his 
efforts to have the bviilding up-to-date in everj' pai-ticular. The heating, 
ventilation, and seweiage systems are giving good satisfat-tion. Water is 
pumped from the well into two large tanks, whence it is distributed 
throuphout the building. The upper tank is connected with a fire hose 
on each Boor — in fire drill tlic&e are in charge of select divisions of the 
larger boys, ^^ 

Tlie school contains six ordinaiy tearhinc rooms. Four of those ^^H 
arranged to se-at from fifty to sixty pupils each, and two thirty pU|nlH 
each. One of these Hmallcr rooms was designed as a laboratory, but up 
to present has been used as a class room. Besides thew, thm-e uio spcciul 
rooms for Domestic Science and Maaual Training, a priv«te office and 
library, a larye assembly haU on the upper flat, and widu corridors lead- 
ing to all parts of the building. There are two large playrooms, one for 
the trirls, the other for the boys; and two storerooms. In the basument 
■are automatic flush closets, the engine and furnace room and coal bina. 

The school groimds are five ncres in extent. The part in front of the 
whool has been nicely graded and will form the school lawn. Two drivo. 
ways lead to the front entranre. In the rear of the building are the plny- 
prouiids and the site of the school garden. The school ground w>i» 
thickly covered with large boulders, but these are being removed and tlifl 
groniids graded. The wet summer and autumn of 1907 interfered consid- 
ftMibly with this work, but it will be continued in tbt spring. Whai^ 
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completed there will be baseball and football grounds, tennis courts, 
croquet grounds, and a running track. 

In a corner next the boys' playground there is about half an acre fi 
woods, comprising nearly all oiu- coniferous trees. On the other aide 
the building, adjoininir the girls' ground, at the foot of o rocky w*l 
about twelve feet hig'h, extending from the building to the boundary cj 
the lot, is a strip of small hardwood trees. This retreat is to be cov- 
verted into a fernery. . 

The Consolidated District was formed of three districts, viz :— Hamp 
ton Village, Hampton Station, and Hendricks' Districts. The total val' 
uation of the new district is 3344,995,00. Two of these districts, Hamp 
ton Village and Hampton Station, liave always maintained goO< 
schools, but Hendrick's district had not had a schuol for several years. & 
fact did not even have school buildings. This is the only locality thai 
requires a van. A one-horse van brings nine children from this section, 
hitherto without school privileges. 

The school opened for regular work August 26th, with Miss Alargan^ 
Stewart in charge of Grades I and II; Miss Phoebe Robertson, B. A^ 
with Grades HI and IV; Miss EUa Seely, Grade V; Miss Clara G. Turnai 
Grades VI and VII; llis.s Louise \S'otmore, Grade VHI. Miss Turner alB9 
conducted the work in Household Science depai-tnaent three afternoons 
per week, and Miss VVetmore the Manual Training department for ti»*l 
eame time. The Principal had charge of Grades IX, X and XI, and ala^ 
gave instruction in Drawing and Mature work to Grades, VII and VIU. ■ 

Miss Wetmore resifrned her position at the end of six weeks. Miwi 
Pearl Currie took up the work till Nov. 8th. when Miss Ethel 1. Du^ 
supplied for the remainder of the term. For the next term Mr. Fred Jj 
Patterson, who has been assisting in the Normal School in Manual 
Training for the past year, has been employed. 

The enrollment for the term waa 202, and the number of pupils dailjr 
present on an averaije was 177.5, and the pereenta^e of attendance S5.3. 
The enrollment for the last term under the old system was 1S5; tbe aver> 
ago 122, and the percentage 65.5, It will be noticed that while only W 
more pupils attended the new school, the averatie daily attendance of tbd 
new school shows an increase of 52 over the old, and in pprcenittge ib« 
new shows an advantaLfc of about 20 per cent. These Sgures speak weU 
for consolidation. Not only this, but the children are delighted with Uw 
school and its work. A loyal spirit) is found in all, and th^ lend t^iem* 
mIvbs willingly ta every phase of achoat organization.

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The Kings County Teachers' Institute was held in the new building^ 
Nov. 7th and 8th. 

On the afternoon of Nov. 7th the School was formally opened by 
Lieutenant Governor Tweedie in the presence of a large audience. Speeches 
were delivered by the Lteutepant Governor, Premier Robinson, Surveyor 
General Stepney, Dr. J. R. Inch, Inspector Steeves, Dr. G. U. Hay, Dr. 
MacVey, aiid others. Money prizes were offered by Lieutenant Governor 
and Premier. Medals have also been offered for Manual Training, 
Domestic Science, and Mathematics; besides, there are several other 
prifees of books for particular rooms and grades. 

On the evening of Dec. 19th, the scholars held a concert in the 
Assembly Hall to aid in the purchase of a piano for the school. The con- 
cert was well attended and much appreciated. The proceeds of the even- 
ing amounted to $78.00. 

During the term, Professor Lloyd has given one hour per week vocal 
instruction to all the school. The school is very fortunate in having the 
services of so distinguished and able an instructor. Prof. Llo>-d gives his 
serviced free for the year. He uses the new Educational Music Readers, 
published by Messrs. Ginn & Co.

SIR :— I have the honor to submit the following report of the twenty- 
first session of the Summer School of Science for the Atlantic Provinces 
of Canada, which met at Riverside, N. B., July 2nd to 19th, 1907. 

The session was opened by a public meeting, held in the Assembly 
Hall of the Consolidated School, Ex-Governor McClelan presiding. 

The interest manifested in the work by the students attending this 
year was great. The closeness of application, and the intelligent appre- 
ciation shown was a source of satisfaction to the instructors and of pro- 
fit to the students themselves. 

The opportunities for field work afforded by Riverside and vicinity 
Were excellent, and advantage was taken of them by the enthusiastic 
band of Nature Study students present at the school. 

The commodious and well-lighted and well-ventilated class rooms of 
the Consolidated School added very much to the comfort of the members 
who daily met in them. This school is a striking evidence of the intelli- 
gence, public spirit and progressiveness of the inhabitants of the thriving 
villages of Albert and Riverside. 

The excursions held to the Joggins, Cape Enrage, Hopewell Cape, 
the Hillsboro Plaster Quarries, and other points of interest, were instruc- 
tive and interesting. These excursions were provided by the residents, 
without cost to the school. 

A very interesting and profitable series of public lectures were held, 
which were well attended and fully appreciated by the members of the 
school, as well as by the residents of the villages and surrounding coun- 
try.

In each grade definite instruc- 
1 is given in piano technique, expression, and execution, and each 
1 knows prfclHcly what he must accomplish before ho can mwrit pro- 
iotioQ to a higher grade. Certificates as competent teachers are awurd- 
fXo pupils who have satisfactorily covered a defmlle course of piano- 
3 study, and who have passed the rQC]Uired examinations in braille 
station, harmonic notation, and the theory of music.

Throughout the ycor the physical training of the pupils has received 
felly attention. The report of the Instructor shows the chest and mus- 
llair <teveJopn»nt.of the pupils to have been most satisfactory. 
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OCCUPATION. 

Thtf problems of the blind are many and great, but year by year 
these problems are being satisfactorily solved. The field of occupations 
for those who are deprived of sight is somewhat limited, and the prob- 
lem as to how this field can be w^idened has received the best thougrht of 
educators of the blind. Experience has proved that the teaching of vocal 
and instrumental music, the tuning of pianofortes, and the practice of 
massage, are occupations in which thoroughly trained blind persons 
have proved themselves eminently successful. A limited number of blind 
persons have been successful as business men, but only within the last 
few years have the educators of the blind realized the importance of giv- 
ing their pupils special business training. Fifteen per cent, of the grad- 
uates of this school are engaged in business pursuits, and I confidently 
look forward to a still greater percentage becoming active business men. 
Our pupils recicive an excellent training for business callings. They arc 
well grounded in commercial law, and are given a thorough training in 
bookkeeping and business methods. At the closing examinations of the 
school in June last, Mr. E. Kaulback, one of the Principals of the Mari- 
time Business College, examined the graduating pupils in our commercial 
classes and embodied the results in the following letter : —

"Three thousand one hundred and seventy volumes have been lent to 
pupils, graduates, and other blind persons, who, through the agency of 
our Home Teaching Society, have been taught to read in the braille 
point system." 

"The most popular books, arid those in greatest demand, have been 
Scott's novels, Hora Jucunda, and Recreation, the two latter contain- 
ing many historical stories." 

"The parts of the Bible most frequently asked for have been the Gros- 
pels, the Epistles, and the Psalms.*' 

"Gems of poetry- published in Edinburgh under the title of the 
'Craigmillar Poets,' have been very highly appreciated. '^ 

The wear and tear upon the books, especially those sent through the 
mails, has been very great, and the librarian intimates that a number of 
the volumes will so(m have to be replaced. 

Several donations of books and contributions of money for the pur- 
chase of new books have been rec^eived during the year, and for these I 
desire to express grateful thanks. 

The circulating library has proved a blessing to scores of blind per- 
sons throughout the Maritime Provinces and Newfoundland. Many let- 
ters have been received expressing the pleasure of those who have taken 
.advantage of it. Through the broad-minded policy of the Postmaster- 
General and the Parliament of (yanadu. raised print books are carried 
through the mails free of charge. 

CONFIlRENCE.

DEAR SIR : — It is my privilege to submit for your consideration the 
lowinc brief report, covering our work from January last to the end 
W'tke year. 

t For the term ending- June 26th, 1907, there were 37 pupils in attond- 
The work in the various classos wt'nt on steadily, and it was ex- 
idingly gratifyinET to notice the progress made, more especially in 
■iTuage and Writing. 

The pupils were classified in (our grades, Grade 4 consisting of the 
i>ils who had entered school the previous Spptcmber. Grade 3 consisted 
^several pupils who had entered school life very late, along with some 
i who had only been a short time under instruction. Grade 2 con- 
l of pupils with an average of three or four years at school, and 
bde 1 formed the senior class, their average time at school being six or 



1 The children in Grade 4 on altering school did not know a singfe 

i they could not even write. By the end ot the term in June, they 

L acquired a vocabulary of several hundred words, including simple 

t)B of action, adjectives, all the common colors, prepositions, the 

i of their class-mates and teachers, simple commands and questions,

k letters neatly and accurately on their slates, and on paper with lead 

In speech, they were able to articulate the simpler vowels and

L'ln Grade 3, the work was practicallv the same, only no speech or lip- 
i]g was taught in this grade, as it was unsuitable to the pupils in 



Tn Grade 2, tlie vncaliulary was considerably extendwl, and iniludcd 
If names of common trades, tools, coins, flowers, animals, hird'f, arti- 
\ of furniture, clothing. Composition included Lettei- Writing, De- 
i- oi Peraonsi Obieots ajui Piotures, AQtions, Singular tmd Fluca^ 
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in sentences, the simple tenses of the Verb, Comparison of Adjectives, 
Questioning, Numeration to 1,000, and the four, simple rules in Arith- 
metic, with problems. 

In Grade 1, the senior class of the school, more advanced language 
was used, including the Possessive Case of Nouns, Personal and Relative 
Pronouns, Adverbs and Conjunctions, also an outline of British History 
from James I to the present time, together with the Geo * •• of this 
Province, an outline of the whole of Canada and the British Isles. In 
Arithmetic, Bills of Parcels, Reduction of Weiirhts and Measures, with 
problems, were taught, and nunieration was carried to a million. 

The closing exercises of the school took place in the Op>era House last 
June, and were witnessed by a large assemblage of the citizens of St. 
Jolm. Demonstration of the methods of teachinij and. of the work in the 
different classes was given, and seemed to be much appreciated. 

School re-opened for the present session on September 20th, when 
three new pupils were admitted. 

There are at present 34 pupils in the school, eighteen girls and six- 
teen boys. Three or four others are expected to return shortly, so our 
members will be much the same as last year. 

It is pleasing to be able to state that I have the valued services of thQ 
same staff as last year, so that with improved understanding of each 
other, on the part of both teachers and pupils, we may reasonably look 
forward to doing even better work during this U^rm. 

The work of the various classes follows much the same lines as be- 
fore, our great aim being to give the children a correct knowledge of, and 
ability to express themselves in written languajre. 

The Combined System of instruction is the one followed in this 
si'hool. 

The addition of a large new furnace and extra radiators, has materi- 
ally added to our ereater comfort throughout the buildine, and I am 
pleased to say that the health of the pupils so far, has been excellent.

4. Train the children to clean their garden tools imimediately. after 
using them, and to arrange them in an orderly manner in the tool- 
room. 

A School Garden can in this way and other ways indicated herein, be 
made a u.sefiil factor in establishing, by actual practice, habits of econ- 
omy, forethought, order and neatness. 

5. The School Garden affords a convenient opportunity for studying 
in connection with the regxUnr Nature Lessons, the germination of plants, 
their rate of growth, pollination, storage of plant food, seed dispo'sal, 
the life history of individual plants, the transformations and habits of 
insects, the economic relation of birds, the kinds of soil and their chief 
constituents, etc. 

6. Work in the School Garden may be regularly correlated with the 
work of the class-room in arithmetic, mensuration, geometry, composi- 
tion, drawing, reading, spoiling, etc. A problem in surface measurement 
worked out practically in the garden is tnluoationally worth many such 
problems taken from the text book. If the pupils ore retiuired to dee- 

. cribe either orally or in writing the vai-ious garden operations and to 
express their thoughts and observations about work with which they 
have become familiar, it will be found an excellent method of language 
training. 

7. In selecting flowering plants both annuals and perennials, choose 
mainly from those which blossom in May and June and from those 
which bloom after the summer vacation. By judicious selecting and plant- 
ing, the gnrdon plots and borders may show a constant succession of 
flowers. 

Many of our native ferns and other wild plants are easily grown and 
• would greatly add to the beauty ai^d the interest of the garden. 

Plants of historic and poetic interest slionld Tnd a place; they will 
form one of several connecting links between the jLTai-don work and the 
book studies. To chihlicn who have become students of nature, literature 
presents a double attraction. 

8. A garden book should be kept in which to enter the dates of 
planting the various seeds, tho time required for germination, the dates 
required for blossoming and maturity, the appearance of destructive in- 
sc^cts and how they were dealt with, and other useful and interesting facts. 
This book may form a part of the Nature Record or Calendar which 
every school should keep through tho year. 

The people of the District will often be found willing to contribute 
seeds and perennial plants for the School Garden, or to germinate •eeds 
in houses or hot-beds for early i)lHnting. At the same time the influence 
of tho School Garden should be felt in many of the homes in the plant- 
ing of vegetables and ornamental plants where there were none tefore« or 
in the better care of the home garden.

la Sweden in 1800 a royal proclamation required Huhool gardens, 
seventy to oue buudred and Bfty square rods to be 
proprlatety laid out for t lie. children of elemetilury schools. In 18711 
'. thousand bL'c hundred such gardens, and now the num- 
r la nearly five thHusand. 
In Belgium the school law of 1673 provides that every school shall 
k garden of at least one^iuartcr acre, and a royal decree of 1897 
quires that all teachers shall be able to give theoretical and practl- 
t Instruction iu botany, horticulture and agriculture. 
fo Switzerland the cantons have encouraged the establishment of 
^hool gardens, and ample provision has been mode tor suitable Instruo- 
t lit the Normal Schools. The results have beea excellent, France hoe 
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rapidly developed the higher teaching ' of all forms of apiculture during 
the past twenty years, and now has at least one hundred infititutions 
for this purpose, among the finest in the world. In 1882 the teachin^r of 
agriculture in the public schools was made obligatory. To-<lay France 
has thirty thousand elementary school gardens, and no new school can 
receive governmental aid without such equipment. 

In Germany thousands of schools have gardens. Cven RufMria, with 
all her inherent barbarism, is making great headway in school inotrucs- 
tion in gardening. In a single province in Southern Russia 257 out of 
504 schools have gardens. In 1895 these gardens contained, among 
other things, 110,000 fruit trees, 240,000 forest trees, and more than 
1,000 beehives. Almost every form of economic gardening is carried on. 
During the last twelve years many gardens have been introduced into 
England, chiefly in connection with supplementary schools. The children 
not only receive instruction but do practical work, the aim being agri- 
cultural education. * 

In 1891 the first school garden was started in the United States and 
now there are thousands. Winnebago County, Illinois, alone, has school 
gardens in 73 districts. Gardens have been established in the West In- 
dies, and in 1905 there were thirteen at Grenada. 

In 1904 the Sir Wm. McDonald school gardens were established in 
all the Eastern Provinces of Canada, and now Ccmada can boast of 
hundreds of gardens. Even before 1904 there were 52 school gardens in 
Nova Scotia, where for several years Dr. A. H. McKay, Chief Superinten- 
di'iit of Kduciitioii, has ably advocated Nature Study and school garden 
work. Nova Scotia now has about one hundred. Even the little Pro- 
vince of I'rince ICdward island has nearly half a hundred gardens. 

In New l^runswick progress has Ix^en slow. We have not over a scpre 
but we hope to see many more gardens in the immediate future. 

Thii vast ninjority of European school j^aniens look to utility. Of the 
f«»w that recognize the importance of the tHiucational end, nearly all stop . 
siiort at the ar(|uisition of a certain amount of scientific information 
and the habit of careful observation. The Macdonald school gardens of 
Canada, while designt^I to encourage the cultivation of the soil as an 
ideal life-work, are inteniled to promote above all things else symmetrical 
iftlucation of the individual. They do not aim at education to the exclu- 
sion of utility, but they seek education through utility and utility 
through education. The garden is the means, the pupil is the end. 

SCHOOL GARDENS. 

I. GENERAL AIMS. 

To stimulate interest in rural life; 

To [>rovido healthful exercise for body and mind, and to afford to the 
pupil an opportunity to direct his activities along useful lines ; 

To develop at an early ago habits of industry, respect for labor, and 
§, Jgvo for productive and constructive work; 
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To Impart UBeful Inrormnt iim In nj^rlrultiirnl subjects; 
To give fcicility In tho hioidlhifc of toolH and in the practice of gardpn 
craft:. 

To promote tho deniro to improve home nurroumlinga Bn(] to train 
boym and glrU to do such work with ffBciency ; 

To promote tho qualltiiti that mnlio tiir (cood ritizcnshlp, such an the 
rvBponslblllty of ownership, respect fnr public property, considerntion for 
the rlghtn of others and thd principle of co-npcrution in seeking the com- 
mon good ; 

To encourage cArefiil ohsi<rvtit inn of nntnrc : thus ennlilini; the piipti 
to understand his environment and to nppreciiite more fully tlie lienutlful 
in nature ; 

To promote a spirit of independent invpstiprntion in other branches 
ot study ; 

To bring the life and iiiterentB nf the schno! more closply into touch 
with the home liFu of ibc' pupitn. 

II. ORCJANIZATION.

The siifi-tv of lh<- gnnien ns well as the con veil ieiKi- 
of the pupils should be kcpl in mind. Accor'lini.'iy. tb.- ™n'-r|nn sbouM not 
in any way interfero with the usual outiloor enmes. Accord in trly. also, 
either a strong heilge or n wnven-w-irc fence should divide the garden 
from the plny-groiind.y If tin- giirdi.'n has a southern ixiiosure so much 
the better ; If not. protection from sloniis and cold north winds may hR 
secured by pUinling ab.iitr Hi" norlb and Ihc ivsl sidnn n wind-ljrenk of 
evergreenw. Such pbiiiting sboiibl not In' ullowiil to shut out a fine view 
from thp school huilding ; liul. in some cnscs. il might lie uswl to ndvnntiiun 
to shut out uuHigbtly or obj.i-t ioii;ibli- features oulside tbe grounds. When 
{iraclicnMe. the ganlnn sboubl In- pluceii where it can be si-en from the 
street or highway. H slioiild bi> in harmony with the natural fonturen of 
the grouniis ; or, in other words, it should occupy that place in 
the grounds wh.T.> it will '■look bi'st."

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A school ground li acres in extent might be divided up as follows: 
Boys' playground. ^ ac; girls' playiground. | ac; front lawn, approaches, 
etc.. i ac; pupils* plots in vegetables and flowers, i ac.; field experi- 
ments, fruit and forestry plantations, I aC. 

Size of Plots and Paths.— The size of school garden plots will depend 
very largely upon the character of tho work carried on and the age or 
ability of {he pupils. For pupils in prima ry class<?s plots 3 ft. x 5 ft. 
are very satisfactory; for intormodiiitp c1:if^si>s 3 x 10 ft.; and for sen- 
iors 3 ft. X 20 ft. (or 6 ft. x 10 ft.) It will ho noticed that the above 
plots have one dimension in common, vi/.., 3 ft. wiidor— this pro^'tiBion l*o- 
conu« more important as the plots arp inrroast-d in number. If thoy are 
of the above sizo, each pupil should mana^o two, cmo for flowers and tJ>o 
others for vegetables. The flower section of tho pnrden may bo separate 
from the vegetable section. For pupils in the Primary classes one plot 
may be considered suflftcient, and in this cuso. both flowers and vearo- 
tables might be grown side by side. (Mass plo<s should not be smallor 
than 20 ft. x 20 ft., and plots for fiold experiments with potatiMJS. roots, 
grains, fodder crops, gra.sses, clovers, etc., nnw:ht In? 1 rod square, or 1 
rod by 2 ro<ls, or 10 ft. r> in. x 20 ft. 10 in. 01-200 of an, acre). A 
walk at least 1 ft. wide should surround the garden. I'aths 3 ft. wide 
should run betwrnm class or experimental plots and between rows of indi- 
vidual plots. Narrow paths (15 ft. or 2 ft. wide) should separate indi- 
vidual plots in the same ro\v\. When once the paths and plots have been 
made and the corner stakes (2 ft. x 2 in. x 2 in.) driven,, they should not 
again be moved. The plots should be spaded, bot^ in tho autumn and in 
the spring, no horses being nct»ded in cultivating the garden after the 
first year. 

Garden Plans.— When tho extf>nt of the space available for the garden 
has been ascertained it is ad"^isable to prepare a plan of the garden on 
paper which w-iil show the exact size and location of the plots req.nired. 
Such plans should be made with deliberation early in the spring before 
planting operations begin, and the pupils should be allowed to co-opej'- 
ate in the work. In addition to this general garden plan each pupil 
should make a plan of his or her own plot or plots, showing whore the 
diflerent varieties of plants chosen are . to be grown. This exercise may 
form a suitable introduction to map drawing. Each pupil should bS'^e a 
garden note-book in which to record work done and observations made 
dav by day. Such garden dinry should contain a plan of the fyupiU'e 
pint drawn to a scale ajid sh'>wing the arranfiretnent of thfe plalxt^ in 
p.?'*h plot.

Preparing the Plots.— The planning and staking out of the garden will, 
of course, be done by the teacher and the pupils. 'The making of the 
paths and the preparation of plots in a large garden, however, will us- 
ually necessitate the servicrs of a competent man. Most of the boys and 
many of the. larger girls will prepare their own plots with ease and des- 
patch when they have once been shown how to do the work. The small*^ 
boys and girls will need some assistance. In an ordinary garden the 
older boys may help the girls, and the smalUr boys and hired help will 
not be needed. The plots should be made the exact size indicated l>y the 
four corner stakes. I-£vel cultivation should be followed if the soil is 
very sandy. Otherwise it is desirable to raise the plots by removing a 
couple of inches of soil from the paths and placing it evenly uFK)n the 
plots, which should be made of uniform height, rake<i level and all edges 
carefully trimmed with the rake and garden lines. If some well rotted 
manure is .spaded into the plot before raking down, .so much the better. 
Rc^fuse in the form of hard lumps of earth, etc., should be raJced out of 
the paths and rt-moved in a wheelbarrow or used to fill up holes in the 
garden. In this as in all parts of the work the teacher should insist on 
care and accuracy. Nothing but the best efforts of the pupils should be 
accepted in the making, planting, and care of garden plots. 

ni. DETAILS OF WORK. 

Notes on Planting. — Teachers with limited experience in gardening will 
fhid some difficulty at first in making a selection from seed catalogues for 
the school garden. To allow the pupils as much frofdom as possible in 
choosing their own plants and at the .same time safeguard them from pos- 
sible failure and consequent di.sappointment may become one of the most 
diAcult school garden problems. A few general rules and suggestions will 
prove helpful: Beginners should choose the more familiar plants, especially 
those that do not re.quire more than ordinary treatment. Young pupils 
shouM plant seeds that are easily handled, quick to germinate and sure 
to grow uncfer ordinary conditions. These seeds the teacher should select. 
Pupils should not attempt to grow too many varieties in one season. 
Primary classes might try two varieties of flowers and two of vegetables, 
intermediate classes three or four varieties of each, and seniors up to six 
of each. A pupil might be allowed to cultivate onlj- one variety if he so 
wished, tut the tendency is to err in the other direction. After the first 
year the pupils should be **ncouraged to tr>' at least one new variety of 
flower or vegetable each \'par and thereby gain a wide and practical 
knowledge of varieties. They might, however, be allowed to cultivate the 
same varieties x-e^r after year if thev so desired. The older pupils should 
choose part of their varieties from the list of plants that require to be 
starts early in hot-beds or window-boxes, so that they become familiar 
with t^e work of transplanting. 

Plants that errow very tall (com, sunflowers, etc.), should not be pMi 
in •mall individual plots, as they toid to Interfere with the light supply 
to low-growing plants hear tVem. Vines also (squash, cucumbers, etc.), 
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shduld be grown only in largre plots, or in border plots, as they obstruct 
the paths and interfere with plants in neighboring plots. Different varie- 
ties of corn should not be planted side by side, as the wind will carry 
the poUen of one variety to the pistils of the other and mixed varieties 
will result. When planting in rows, the rows should run north and south 
as the plants will got most sunlight evenly distributed when so planted. 
If the rows are short and must run oast and west, the tall-growing 
plants should be planted at the north side of the plot. 

The older and more experienced pupils should be encouraged to work 
out color schemes in planting. Flower designs afford scope for the im- 
agination and tend to encourage origiirality. Only low-growing plants 
of fairly compact habit, should be chosen for flower designs or border 
work. Mass effects wAiich result from growing only one variety of flower 
in a plot, add to the attractiveness of the garden. Some flowers, like 
the poppy, verl>eiia, portulaca, or petunia, ma-ke a line display when 
so grown. Kvery school garden should have a visitor's plot of fine 
flowers from which interested visitors would feel at liberty to "take one." 
The picking of flowers or of vegetables from plots by persons other than 
the owners of these plots should be strictly prohibittnl. 

Flowering perennials should be plante<l in borders along the front and 
sidles of the garden, along walks, fences, etc., and late flowering annuals 
may be transplanted into the perennial boixiers to provide bloom late in 
the season. Terennials started from.setnl in August, protecte<l throughout 
the w-inter by a li>?ht covering of knives or straw, and transplant^ni to 
p<'rnianont positions in the spring, will bloom that ye^tr. Ornamental 
shrubs (chiefly native) should be plant(Ml along the si<les and in the cor- 
ners of the grounds — riever in the garden nor out in the open gri>inwls 
where they would interfere with the ])Iaying of outdoor games. 

The same may be said of shade trees, l-ijtch pupil should know what 
he is to plant before planting; day comes, and should submit a plan Jor 
his plot for the teacher's approval or for re-arranjrement. To avoid coij- 
fusion in the garden not more than a dozvn pupils should be engaged in 
planting at one time. If the flower or vegetable s«»eds are to be planted 
in rows, the rows should be kei>t in perfect line acro.ss th^ garden, an^l 
if iK»ssible be a uniform distance apart. A garden line and a rule are 
n(H?ded for this purpose. A twelve-inch board about 6 ft. long will be 
found very useful in planting. It can be usi»d as a straight-edge in mak- 
ins: the drill for the seed, is convenient to stand on when sowing the 
seed, und las.tly, for firming the soil ov«»r the se(.*<ls when planted. It is 
Very convenient to hav6 the rake handles marked off in feet and inches. 

When the plots are ready and the drills madti for the seed the teacher 
shoald place in the left Jjand of each pupils just enough seed to plant the 
row, giving at the same time a word of instruction as to how thick the 
MM'f's should be planted and how much earth should be put over them.

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The detection and the treatment of garden pests is a matter of In- 
creasing importance to all gardeners, but it is especially important in 
connection with school gardening. Nature study with insects can be car- 
ried on to greatest advantage in a school garden. An insect at work 
in its own natural environment is immensely more interesting to the 
child and is of far g^reatcr importance from the Nature study point of 
view than an insect impaled upon a pin in a glass-covered box. The life 
history of some of the common garden insects can be studied, their feed- 
ing habits noted, and suitable insecticides used on the injurious ones. 
Fungiug diseases of plants such as the potato blight and the tomato rot 
should also be studied and the pupils made familiar with the nature and 
use of such fungicides as Bordeaux mixture. 

The blooming period of flowers can be prolonged by keeping the 
flowers closely picked. Seed should never be allowed to ripen unless 
wanted for subseqiient planting, in which ca.se only that from the finest 
blooms should be preserved. Such selection of seed can best be done by 
tying strings or labels around the flower stems I of ore the bloom is gone. 

Constant care should be exercised in keeping the garden tools in their 
allotted places. They should never be left out in the garden. All garden 
refuse, such as weeds, dead plants, etc., should be kept out of the paths 
and placed in a refuse or compost heap in the least conspicuous plncc in 
the garden. When decomposed it produces a valuable humus for potting 
plants or for use in flower borders. Karly in October the plots should all 
be cleaned off, spaded, and left in readiness for planting operations the 
following spring. 

The produce from the individual plots should become the property 
of the respective owners and should be removed by them. The produce 
from each class plot should be divfided amongst the members of the class 
interested, and that from general experimental plots might be sold by 
the pupils, the salesman in each case to get a commission of say 10 per 
cent, on his sales, and the balance to be placed in a general garden fund 
and used to defray expenses or to Purchase tools, pictures, apparatus, 
etc. 

The pupils should be encouraged to give liberally of their flowers to 
churches and charitable institutions, and every sick-room in the com- 
munity should be brightened continually by flower bouqtiets from the 
school garden. The surplus of plants or the seeds of good varieties 
should be distributed amongst the people of the section. 

CfUPe During Summer Holidays.— Much depends upon how* the work 
has been done before the holidays bcffin. If nil of the above suir.*restions 
regarding cultivation and care are faithfully carried out, when the sum- 
mer holidaj's arrive the weeds will have been pretty well conquered for 
the season and the prordon plants well advanced. If, however, the best re- 
sults are to be obtaintnl some attention is necc>ssary during the summer 
holidays and the pupils should be given to understand at the beginning 
of the season that they alone are responsible for the care of the plots 
which have been assigned them. It should be understood also that they 
will visit their plots once oM'ry week during the holidays, or, if absent. 



they will make arrengvmeitts with other [wjiilB to do bo. If tlie work 
bttB been conducted in such a way that the intercut has been )ce«a 
throug-hout the tei-m. tbo pupils will cheerfully give their plots tbis 
neceeaori- care.

Co-rplation. — The extent to which school garden work may bo co-ra- 
lated with the ordiuary school studies depends largely on the resource- 
fulness of the teacher. Ho should tabe advantage of the garden and of 
tile garden exercises In adding freshness and in giving a practical bear- 
ing to auljjects which are intrinsically uninteresting to children. Oarden 
work and garden observations afford interesting subject matter for exer- 
cises in drawing and composition — interesting bocause so closely associat- 
ed with the pupil's o"'D eJipeHences and life iatiirests. Many of our foro- 
tnost authors and nature poets haveidealized the plants of the gandea 
SB well as those of the wild wood, so that children's gardening experi' 
ences and their own first hand knowledge of plant end animal life, may 
»erve to bring them into a fuller enjojTuont of the literature ol nature, i 
Many practical problem^ in arithmetic are suggested, and even demanded, 
tn connection with school gardening. The keeping of garden acoounta, 
for example, may be made a valuabla training in bookkeeping and ia 
commercial arithmetic. Weights, measures, values and mensuration are 
all more or less involved in school gardening. For more advanced classea 
the slady of botany with garden plants, and of zoology with gurden In- 
aocts, etc..

The Cost of a School Garden.— Extract from a Report ot the Prince 
Pal or the JfaedODald Conaolidat«clSchool, Kingston, N. B., (Jan. 1st* 
1007):

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each pt^)!!. During tbe mimmer vacation nearly all the gardeners re- 
turned often enough to cultivate their plots. The janitor of the school 
building had a general care of iJte lawns and gardens. His salary for the 
vacation period was only nine dollars. If this amount had been a direct 
school garden charge, a few cents from the profits of each plot would 
have iiiet the expense. Thus it has been shown that a creditable school 
garden can be maintained without any expense to a district." 

The craJ^^i^ mentioned in the above extract was a large one— over 
one-half acre Jn area. In connection with small rural schools one-quar- 
ter or one-eighth acre of land would be sufficient.

ARBOR DAY. 

Regulation 20.— Arbor Day : With a view of encouraging the improve- 
ment and ornamentation of School grounds and thereby of cultivating on 
the part of pupils, habits of neatness and order, and a taste for the 
beautiful in nature the Board of Education makes the following provi- 
sion : 

Arbor Day will be regarded as duly observed when the following con- 
ditions are complied with : — 

(a) That the Friday in May or June which the Inspector shall from 
year to >ear recommend to le observed witliin his Inspectoral District 
is set apart as Arbur Day. 

(b^ That Teachers who observe Arbor Day make within five days 
thereafter a report to the Inspector of their District, which report shall 
state the name and number of District, the date on which the day was 
observed, what improvements were made to the School grounds, the 
number of trees planted, number oC shrubs, or number of llower beds 
made. Unless a report is made to the Inspector, the School must be 
kept open during both sessions. 

(c) That the Inspector forward to the Chief Superintendent a tabular 
synopsis of the reports of the Teachers within his Inspectoral District 
not later than June 30th. 

In the country we do not yet ap{>reciate fully the educational influ- 
ence of environment. We rely too much upon books and do not pay 
enough attention to things. It is not strange that when a boy reaches 
the age of fourteen he refuses to associate longer with the old school- 
house with its blank walls and desolate yard. lie feels the restraint of 
his environment. The secret of keeping more boys sati.slied with the farm 
rests primarily with Iho character of the country schoolhouse and its sur- 
roundings. Why do not trees and shrubs grow in many country school 
yards, \S'h«Ti they thrive with great vigor around the farm home a few 
rods away ? Scientific atrriculture tells us that soil may be inoculated so 
th;it clovers will grow luxuriantly and produce abundant crops. Some 
one will do a groat service if he will tell us of the particular microbe, 
and its method of culture, that will correct the unproductive character 
of the soil in so many school ^ards, with especial reference tor trees, 
flowers, vines, shrubbery, etc. The peculiar kind of bacteria xkeeded ia tbii 
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one that will induce the average school patron or director to connect 
himself gently but firmly with a spade and do some excavating in the 
hitherto unexplored country surrounding the crossroads temple sacred to 
tho "three R's." 

I 

Liot us observe Arbor Dny in eve^^ school with appropriate songs and 
exercises: but let us not forgot to plant when planting needs to be done. 
For schools whose premises are treeless the proper thing to do would be 
to dig rather than sing. What is the use of singing and reciting about 
trees when planting and caring for trees is needed ? 

Tn this article we will have in mind the improvement of school 
grounds where all the conditions are at zero— where the building would be 
a discredit to any owner, where the ratepayers are very indifferent, and 
the only resource is to awaken a public spirit on the part of the 
children. The first step should be the deveffopment of local pride. Some- 
thing may be accomplished among the parents, but to the true teacher 
the pupils may be counted upon as the mainstay in such an undertaking. 
To such a teacher I should say. do not for a moment believe that tho 
improvements seen about th<3 school grounds will be all the good that is 
wrought. Fifty years from now there will be a few crray-haired men ami 
women who take more interest in the appearance of their "front-door- 
vard." who give their children and their prrandchildren encouragement in 
having a garden "all their own." and extend sympathy end service to 
the better appearance of the school grounds, because of your altruism 
when you taught the district school.

Observance of Arbor Day. 



About the time you hear the first spring notes of the Robin or Song 
Sparrow, prepare public opinion in your school community for a sPring 
cleaning. By this time the ground will be bare of snow ej\d it will be 
»oft. Ask some of the pupils to bring rakes, and have them gather up 
the rubbish. You can all play gypsies when you gather about the bon- 
fire. This will be a favorable time to sow grass seed, for no doubt the 
school lot will need it. Your pupils c^n at least pet chaff from a hay 
mow. It will be a mixture of gra^s and weeds but the latter can be 
pulled out after germinating. It is possible that some /nrmermay give 
you some clover and timothy seed, and this will be still better. 

Before any planting of trees or shrubs is done the school grounds 
should be* enclosed by a neat fence. If you can't induce the trustees to 
do this, get up a cohcert or tiaskat sc6ial and raise enough money to pay 
for feiiciAg the gfduAas^"Where there is a will, there i» awa;^.:' * 
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Good results in landscape gardening depend on observinf certain 
principles. Among the first and most important efforts is to make a 
frame or setting for the house by planting around the boi'dcrs of the 
place. The trees and higher shrubs are planttnl first, with shorter shrubs 
and flowers in front of the trees. If the area 1)C ample let the edges bo 
irregular; but if vei*y limited, straight lines become necessary. T\\e open 
space within the boundaricb should bo a mat of green carpoting, for noth- 
ing is more beautiful than sward. Do not plant anything in the centre of 
the lawn or playground. C-ertain small shrubs, f«»rn« and flowers may be 
planted along the walls of the building, particularly in the angles- When 
the buildings are unsightly, cover with vines and plant bushes against 
them. 

The amateur planter should select native trees and shrul:^ which take 
^ care of themst»lves under adverse ccmditions. The common Sumac is one 

of them — others arc lilacs, craJiberry bushes, momitain ash, willows, etc. . 
Willows will do very well in any kind of soil. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that poor soil goes with most school buildings, and a refined tree 
would probably find life hard in such a place. In any case plant a wil- 
low. If the soil is good enough plant maples, oaks, elms, .'bfirches, beeches, 
cherries, poplars, conifers, and other trees. Plant trees in clumps if pos- 
sible. The most conunon mistake made in the self»ction of trees is in tak- 
ing those thiit arc too large. For the conditions nnder consideration a 
tree no larger than a ])room-handIo, and not over ten fe<Jt high should bo 
chosen. Select a low, bushy, symmetrical tree that has been growing in 
the open, rather than on© from the shade. I know that the common feel- 
ing is "we will have to wait too long for our shade"; but, if the larger 
tree is not in the hands of experts, the smaller will be the more desir- 
able at the end of five years. 

In removing the tree or shrub from its native home, spade around 
the tree at a distance of a foot or more from the trunk, thus rutting off 
all long roots. Then pry out the tree— avoid pulling it out if possible, 
leaving as much earth on the roots as possible. Never allow the roots 
of a tree to become dry. Wrap a wet sack about the roots or stand 
it in water until planted. 

Before the removal of the tree, the roots probably found pasturage in 
a cart load of soil. After planting the root pasturage is not more than 
half a bushel of good soil. :WTiat follows when the forces of pl^nt growth 
begin ? A demand for soil products, with a very much restricted iwans 
of supply. The top must be cut back to match th© shortened rotJ* ayn- 
tern. The amount necessary* to cut back differs with different troes and 
shrubs. Xo hard and fast rules can be given. With willows and sutnocs 
on- -ihird to one-half of e^'erj-thing bearing leaf Imde can be cut away. 
With a maplo having a diaineter of one and a half inches at the butt, 
about nne-third of the branch area should be left to grow. Don't make 
thfl noislake r.f cutting off all the branches and leading the bare trunk. 
Tho trco or shrib must have leaves as soon as possible in ordoir t(iat It 
may get food frcm the air, since Uia greater part of the food of ev^ery 
plant comes i*rr;m the air through th© leaves. You should prune sp as to 
allow the lioa'bs of the tree to start low and these of siirubs to be|u9 as 
near the ground as possible. 
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In taking the tree from the ground only a fraction of the original 
roots go with the tree and these are badly bruised at the point of cleav- 
age. These ragged ends should be dressed smoothly by means of a slant- 
ing cut with a sharp knife. All mutilated roots should be removed. 

The hole in which the tree is set should be large enough to accom- 
modate the roots without cramping them out of their natural positions. 
It is important that the earth used for filling should be fertile, and it is 
doubly important that it should be fine, even superfine. Clods, «vcn small 
clods like marbles, will not snuggle up to the small roots as closely as 
it is absolutel-' necessary. Set the tree about an inch deeper than it 
originally stood, so that when the eeu-th settles, it. will bo at the origi- 
nal depth. All the earth should not be dumped in at once and then 
"tramped" with the feet. This method will leave many roots in tiny cav- 
erns. It is important that fine soil should be pressed close to each 
little rootlet, not for warmth but for moisture. Fill the hole by instal- 
ments, tramping the earth down firmly at each filling. At the beginning 
sprinkle the fine earth about the roots. Then pour in some water. This 
will give the roots much needed moisture and ,best of all, will wash the 
earth about each root fibre. 

Do not use any sods. Leave a layer of fine loose earth on top as a 
mulch for the tree — that is, to keep in the moisture. Water the trees 
every day until they have obtained a root-hold in the soil. Drive two 
or three long stakes near tho tree, and with soft cords or strips of cloth 
tie the tree to the stakes. rRiis will prevent swaying and the consequent 
breaking of the fine rootlets. For a season or two at least , the soil 
about the trunk of the tree, for a distance of a foot or more, should bo 
stirred frequently in order to keep a mulch over the root system. Give 
the soil about the tree a good dressing of well-rotted manure every fall. 
As a final but very important word of advice — see to it that all animals, 
not excepting boys and girls, are kept away from the young trees and 
shrubs until the latter have become firmly established. 

In conclusion let me say to teachers, in the words of Prof. Bailey, of 
Cornell, "Begin ! head end, tail end, in the middle, but begin ! There are 
two essential epochs in any enterprise, to begin, and to get done." 
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Directions for Arbor Day Gardening. 



Plants seeds in garden or boxes early in May. 

Fill boxes with four or five inches of fine, rich soil. 

Place boxes in sunny place, and sprinkle every day. 

Cover boxes at niglit, if very cold. Transplant seedling's to the garden 

about .June Ist. on a damp day.

O'clocks in the garden, as they do not stand transplanting.
